Obituary. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: M ay T have your 
permission, Sir, to refer to two iiuddeiits which have affected the country 
within the lu^t fortniL'ht : one in Denial and the other in Assam. The 
hand of d4alh M*eniN to have Ikh-u very active, and we hiivi* hmt two valuable 
colleagues in the (io\eriinients of Denial and Assam. Srijuf Moliini Mohan 
Barman was ()ur collea^j:ue tor man\ months. lie represented a particular 
interest in the country and in the Cabinet. A quiet man with unassuming 
manners, gentle and \et firm if ne(‘d be. he was so voft-natured that one 
would hav(‘ thought tliut he liad no enemnvs in thi.s world. And, therefore, 
when I first lieard the iievss (d tin* incidi'iit at about qua? ter jiast ideven at 
night 1 could not believe (hat the uicident was true, hut soon after when 
I reached the hospital at about lli o’clock in the midnight I found that our 
fricuid had been the victim of a most unfortunate accioent, shot as he waa 

by Ills own servant. I asked him. as he was then still cimscioiLs, as to why 

he thought tlie servant had used tireanns again.st him. Hi* replii'd that he 
W’ouhl give me tin* wlnde stoiy after he got bett»‘r. Cnfort uiiatidy he did 

not survive the shock. We ar<* sorry to liave lost a valuable colleague and 

the country a \ery lo>al worker. 1 pray. Sir, that you will, on bidialf of 
us all. communicate to the members of the bereaved tamily our sincercst 
condolence at his untimely death. 

The other incident 1 want to ief«*r to is tire loss sustained hv the death 
ot H is Excellency Sir Akhar Uydari. Although hy heloriged to the so-called 
sun-dried bureaucratic group being a inemlKT of the Imlian Civil Service, 
I had found, hotlrbefore the loth of August, J947, and afterw'urds. that he 
had inheiited in a large measure tin* sweetness of t4*mper of his father, bi» 
genialit\ of jxisition, his urbanit\ of manners, his sweet nature by which 
be could captivate the lieart.s ai his friend.s and oppositionists alike. Ho 
was a source of strength to the (loveniment of the Indian Cnion and when 
I met him last a few* w^eeks ago it seemed to me that he was the right man 
in the right place. He had big objectives. He desired to serve the Indian 
Union in a manner which would have satisfied every one of us, but (iod 
willed it otherwise. I pray again. Sir, that you wdll kindly communicate 
on behalf of this House our sincerest condidences at his death to his widow 
and his family. 

4 ^ MUtHARRUFF HOtSAIN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
associate myself with all that has fallen from the lips of the Hon'ble the 
Leader of this House. Mr« Mohini Mohan Barman comes from the very 
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pl^oe from wli^re I have come, and I know the quality ofiiis head and heart. 
He was a sincere and honest man, really unlit for this world. To snatch 
away such a person from ariKing^st us is a blow not only to me personally and 
to other people cominy^ from that area, but I know it has caused a bijr wound 
in the iiuuds of the people not only of Benfifal but of the whole of India. 
We have really lost a sincere friend by bis unfortunate death. Sir, I 
sincerely associate myself again with all that lias been said by my friend, 
the Ta*ader of the ifoiise. 

As for (lie other gentleman who has also gone away from us, he was 
also a man for W'hom the whole of India has a sincere feeling. I did not 
ine(‘t him much, hut just on a few occasions T met liini. I know he was a 
g(‘7iflemaii wlio warilefl the gf>od of India, and f(»r us to lose him is another 
misfortune. \Vith these yvords I associate myself with what the Hon’ble 
the Lt^ader of the House has said about him. 

The Hon»ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: May 1 have your 

permission. Sir, and tlie permission of the House also to a<hl another name — 
1 iiienlion the deatli ot my old friend Mr. Breivi wlio had In'en a ]>illar of 
strength to the* nalionalist cause. J kn(*w him for the last twenty years 
as a prominent inemlxT (d a particular community who did not make any 
distinction hetvyecn man and man and who really realis^nl in his life and in 
his Hullcrings the caubc lor yyhich tlic I’ongress always stood. 1 admire 
him lor his iijinkncss, ojmmiimss ami sweet nature and lor the service lie 
has rcnd(*rcd to the conuriuniiy and the c(>niitr\ at large. J hojn*, Sir, you 
will kindly also send to the members of his laniily our sincerest condolences 
at Ids untimely death. 

Mr. «|. R. WALKER: Mr. Speak(*r, Sir. on Indmlf of my colleague and 
myself, the associations whicli we r(‘pr<*sent. I wholcheartedlv associate 
mystdt with all that the Leader of the Houm* has said about the deceased 
gentlemen. India lias lost loyal .servants and true patriots by tlndr deaths. 

Mr. G« C. D. WILKS: Mr. Speaker, Sir. on beluilf of myself and the 
other members of the Anglo-fndian (iroup T associate mvself with the 
feeling refenmees made by (lie Leader ot the House to the late Sri Mohiui 
Mohan Harman, Sir Akbar Hydari and the other gentleman. It is a sad 
irony ol late tiiat the blow to Sri Mohini Mohan Barman came trom one 
who was reared up by the late Sri Barman with the fond care and atf potion 
of ii futiier fnun his very boyhood. Sri Barman joined the Ministry on tiie 
advent of freedom and took a very keen interest in the efficient dischurgo 
of the iluties entrusted to him. The House has lost in him an earnest and 
dependnlde member and tin* country a very earnest worker. His amiable 
temperament and straightforwardness endeared him to all who eume in 
contact with him. A lile-buig sufferer to the country’s cause and a devout 
Congress worker, (he country will feel his want for long. On behalf of my 
colleagues and myself I convex my heartfelt condolence to the bereaved 
families. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Ladies and gentlemen, I wholeheartedly associate 
myself with what has l>een said about the Hon'ble Mr. Mobiiii Mohan 
Bannan, Sir Aklmr Hydari and Mr. Breivi by the Hon’ble Premier and 
by the other members of this House. It is reallv a tragedy that a man 
of the amiability and sweetness of temperament fike that of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Mohiui Mohun Barman sliould meet with such a tragic death. I was 
out of Calcutta when I beard the news and it was a very unbelievable news 
that a man like him shouhl meet w4th such fate, but that has happened and 
we are to console ourselves with the situation as it is. 

With regaitl to Sir Akbar Hydari, I mociate myaeR with tko stnb- 
nenia expressed by the House, 1 had occasion to meet him about six 
HiCMiths back at Bkillong. 1 found him a wy, very amiablo and 
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seatliBmaii. In spite of the change in the countrj-’s position froia 
dependence to independence, he, being a member of the bureancTftcy, 
identi£ed himself with the interests of the country in the changed 
circumstances and was deemed fit to continue as the head of the province 
which is a very important province under the present oircumstances. 

I also associate myself with the sentiments expressed about Mr. Brelvi. 
He was a fighter in the national cause throughout his life and the country 
is poorer by his death. 

I believe, ladies and gentlemen, that it is your desire that 1 should 
convey the condolences of this House to the memht*rs of the bereave<l 
families and I request you to signify your assent hy standing f(»r a minute.

Some time Ixick the Government 
of India set up a committee of officials and non-officials to examine the 
question of preservation of cattle msources of the country. The committee 
is rejiorted to have completed its delilierations ; and its report, which will 
be received through the Government of India, is awaitea.

The Hon’bie Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROL: Yes, Sir, I object for 
two reasons. First of all, it contravenes the rules under which we act. 
An adjournment motion cannot l>e moved on a subject on which a judicial 
decision is pending. Cases are pending before the Court, and bails have 
been given to many of them and therefore until those are disposed of I do 
not think this motion should be allowed.

The adjournment motion 
relates to the tear-gasHing and lathi charge on the refugees on the 14th 
January last. Sir, Government have arrested certain persons; certain 
).MRrsons have been bailed out. If it were an adjournment motion about the 
accused, it would be correct lor the Hon’ble the J>eader of the House to 
tell UH that tlie matter is suh judire and that it should not be permitted to 
be discu»8e«l in this House. But, Sir, the adjournment motion does not 
relate to the arrest of thcst» persons; it relates to the conduct of tlie police 
and it relates to the conduct of other officers, and the refugees have not 
proceedf‘d against them in court and therefore the conduct of the police 
la certainly not suh jvdice and it is certainly not under investigation in any 
court. It is under the invehtigation of Government, hut that doe.s not 
preclude this House from moving an udjiiurnment motion on the subject 
and discussing the matter on the floor of the House.

The Hon’ble Bri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I 
nccept tlie amendment. 

Mr. BREAKER: There is no other amendment, 1 think. Does the 
Hon'ble Minister like to speak on his motion? 

The Hon’ble Bri Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, 
'Sir, more than 8 years ago, in August, 1940, 1 had to rise from a seat to 
your lett and start our opposition to the first venture of the Muslim League 
Government to enact a Secondaiy Education Bill and 4 years thereafter to 
retire in protest, along with mv otlier Congress c«dleagm‘s, from the Select 
Committee on the last Muslim League Bill, the Bill of 1944, on the subject. 
These four years and a half consi.sted not only of one chapter but chapters 
of Ahuuellism unparalleled in the recent legislative history of India except 
of course that great chapter during the Montlord Reforms when under the 
inspiring leadership of Deshbaiulhu Das the old Bengal I.iegislative Council 
^gttve the quietus to Diarchy. With all their majority and European 
sunport, the Muslim League failed not only to enact their Secondary 
Education Bills but also to amend the Rules of Business so us to incorporate 
the rule of guillotine or compartmental closure over which also no small 
fight was waged. What was really the bone of contention in the Muslim 
League Secondary Education Bills over which we fought so desparately and 
Kara and with forlorn hopes but with unexpected success? it was the 
attempt of the League to constitute the Boanl on communal lines to control 
and administer secoudaiy’ education in this province where most of the high 
schools were founded, nursed and developed by non-Muslim effort, enterprise 
and benefactions. 

The country and this province, in particular, had enough foretaste, and , 
much too bitter taste indeed, of what communal representation meant in 
^6 Legislature and in the local bodies and even in the Bidd ol education 
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wher^ muliahuatwn of primaij’ »cliooIs was proceeding apace for j'ears past.. 
We sensed that further mischief was going to be wrought in the sacred 
sphere of education by the proposal to commit the whole system of secondary 
education under the blighting influence and witcher>r of a communally 
constituted Board. It was almost patent to all of us that if a primary 
school meant to the Muslim League a mahtnh where students were fed on 
urduised Bengali, a high school could eventually mean an unprogressivo 
and urduised high laadrassah in which Bengali” language and culture will 
be in serious jeopardy. If may not be known io the public that at some 
stage in a conference over the Secondary Education Bill of H144 of tlie then 
Government and the Opposition representatives, attempts were made to 
cornt* to an understanding over the issue involved in tlu* pro]K)sal to S(*t up 
a Seeondary Educati(m Board on communal lines but the conterence broke 
down as the (ioveinment rt‘presentatives could rmt assure that Bengali 
would remain the medium of instruetion in the see(unlary sehools for the 
Bengali ''tmlents irre>peetive of their creed, or that communal re|>resonta« 
tioij would not.be introdueed in the managing eonmiiltees or in (he com- 
position ot the teaching staiK of sehof»K. 4’lit* menace to the S(*(*ondury 
education of Ihoigal, thcrelore. was not an imaginary one arising out of 
meri' susj»i( ifui ])ut real it (li<l prove to be. At any rale, the failure of the 
con{«*r(‘iH‘«' hdt us in no manner (d (hniht that a Boarrl of Secondary Eiluca- 
tion constituted on eoinmunal lines would end in making evioy high sidiool 
a eockjiit tor e(»mmunal wrangle and luaanise wo were so eonvimanl we 
resoUed that eitlitT the S(*eom)ary K<iu(Mtion Bill of the Mu-'lim League 
should go or the Muslim League (i(uerninen1 should <‘ome (n an end. As 1 
lta^e Slid heloit , the unfiiing hihoui'* of tlo* ttppomtoiii af’hieved uiiexpeefcd 
suecf's''.

to control and administoi Sccontlary Edm-atmn were that “neither tho 
Dejuirtment of Bullin’ Instruction is so organised as to he ahh* to superviHo 
the new .system, nor the goveining bodies oi the bniviMsity can 1m* .ho 
orgaiii.seil as to be able to ileal effectively witli ai! the High Schools especially 
is they lack iicces.Hary funds' If that was the opinion of ffie riiiversitv 
Commission dli years ago, certainly the argument has been strengthened 
t»s many times by the passage oi wars, jiai t iciihii ly when fhe svipi‘i vision 
>f (’(dlegiati? education, tlic comlui'l ot Degree (‘xaminations and the expan- 
don of j)Ost-gra<luate sfinlies have assumed Nindi proportions as to fully 
‘iigagc the time and attention of the rniversity authorities. In fact, for 
vant of a new^ and unified authority to administer and control secondary 
‘ducation our high school education lias not develojicd on right linen. 
h*condarv education, whiidi is essentially education lor effective (‘i(izenship» 
lemands expansion in such multiform type.s to suit tin* abilities, aptitmlea 
ind needs of the adolesi'ents of a whob* province that it can hardly remain 
ied to the apron strings of tlie l^niversity and follow a narrow course 
lictuted by academic .studies. Tlie system of secondaiy education will no 
loubt starve the ( niversity with one form of its activity hut all fonns of itn 
activity cannot l>e dominated by Uni versify cour.ncs. Bather it must have 
as diversifie<f asfwcts as the social life itself. “If the multilateral idea, 
although it may not he expressed by means of multilateral s(‘hools, must be 
inherent in any truly national system of secondary education^’, as the Spens 
Committee reported in England, tlien that idea can be implemented only by 
a new authorit;^ — a Board of experts — separate from the University and not 
pre-oconpied with ita Mideavours and requirements alone. In fact, therein 
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Jien the j^eat and ugent necessity of a new authority to control and administer 
Becondnrv Education at iJje present moment and to meet that necessity the 
k»condary Education Bill is proposed to be enacted. 

1 am f?la<] to find that the Bill has been well received by the Press and 
the puldic and the iion-communal character of the Board has been highly 
welcomed. There has been some criticism of the constitution of the Board, 
it is true, but the criticisms are not in the main well founded. For instance, 
it has been said with the old prejudice against Government and Government 
officials that sucli officials have been given a preponderating weight on the 
Board. That is neither arithnieticuirv not substantially true. There are 
only 11 officials in a Boanl of 42 menihers — officials whose presence is 
necessary to make expert opinion available to the Board. A section of 
the J’ress has remarked that the University has been given larger represen- 
tation than fh(‘ teachers f)f seconduiy schools. The Sadler Commission 
recon»mende<l that the University should liave ade(juute representation and 
the reasons tljat were given hy the Coiiimission are valid and will continue 
to be valid so long us a gofxl part of our Secondary e«lucation will lay the 
foundation for University education. As regards teachers’ representation, 
5 professors and teacliers of colleges and of the University and 0 llead- 
inasiers and Headmistresses and an Ex])eit in Teaching, altogether 12 
ieaeherH, will surely be on the Board. Some moie teachers may also eomo 
through other fleet orates. Assistant teachers in schools have not been 
allowed representation is another criticism, hut the difficult_\ of framing a 
const it uency for tliousands of such tcaclnu s should have been obvious to 
tlie critics. Further there is not much reason to think that assistant 
teachers of schools will prove greater exjXTts tlian Heads of schools or 
professors in the colleges and the Universits. 

Wliih* such is the constitution of tlie Board, ample powers have been 
givi'U to it to administer and dt'vtdoj) Secondary Education on sound lines, 
jfn tact, (piite a m*w feature of the Bill \^}iich I would like to stress is the 
tdauses relating to tin* preparation and execution of Development ])lans 
(clauses 21 and 221. The clauses havt* laid a statutory duty on the Board 
to draw up Development plans and in the ])r<*j)aration of tlie Di‘veIo])ment 
plans, again, local eilucutional institutions will liave opjnutunity to submit 
their opinion and ol»jections \\here they may la* affected by such plan or 
plans. 

Ib'to isions have also been made for special coininittees for such pun>oses 
ns (r/) recognition of scliools and grant, s-in-uid thereof. (A) conduct of 
fXainiual ions. (<) care and promotion of technical education in all its fonns, 
and (d) utti'nding t{» ph\^iral education in particular. It is prf)])Osed to 
constitute a Finance Uommittee ot experts also. 

Another point to which criticism has been directed is the financial 
res<jur('es lliat have been placed at (he disposal of the Board. It lias been 
said that they are imuiequate. N(» one Mouhl be more glad than myself if 
inoN* money can be placed at the disposal of the Board, but in our present 
cireumslane(*s it is not possible. In a Press Uonferenee I ventured to explain 
the financial provision made for the Board thus: 

“The uresent Government in spite of financial ditfirulties propose to start 
the Board with a statutory grant of Ks. dl) lakhs which will Ik* augmented 
us ue(’essary upon consideration of the annual budget estimates of * the 
Board. If it be remembered that the last Bill introduced by the Muslim 
Jjeague Government in 1M44 coiUemplated to start the Board with an initial 
grant of B«. 2o lakhs only for the whole of united Bengal, the initial provi- 
iiott of lUs. db Ittkh.s for West Bengal which is almost one-third of the 
wiginul area may not be considered altogether inadequate.” 

It has l>een pinted out in re^v that it is not one-third or two-thirdn 
of Bengal that is a relevant eonsiderntion but the numbor of acboola and 
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pupils involved. It niay be so, but surely in West Benjral the number o 
uigu schools and their enrolment cannot be more than the number of 194- 
lor the whole of Beui^al. 

The whole aim of the Board will have to be to devise a se!f-contaixie< 
system of secondary education which will also permit mipils showing promis( 
to proceed to higlier academic or technical courses in tlie university or highe: 
technological institutions. The present Government believes that identifiec 
entirely with the cau.se of stH?ondary education tiie new authority proposet 
to he set up in the Bill will with the powers conferred! and provisions imidc 
be able to bring about the tlesired development and reform of socondarj 
education on .sound and diverse lines suitable to the needs, abilities nn'c 
aptitudes ot the adolescents in this province. It will prevent secoudaiy 
education from courting i lustration in the cloisters of the university oi 
outside and it he able to relate secondary education to life it self —lift 
in its varied forms nad aspects, in the university ns well us in the widei 
world outride, leading to that strengthening of our manpower and nutiema! 
resources which all of us .so keenly desire at the new dawn of our mitiouaj 
independence.

The Hon’ble 8ri BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Sir, I introduce the 
West Bengul rremises Kequisition and Control (Temporary Provisions) 
Amendment Bill, 1948. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hofl'bie 8ri BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Sir, I move that the 
West Bengal Premises Itequisition and Control (Temporary Provisions) 
Amendment Bill, 1948, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, 1 ne(*d nf)t deliver a very long speech over this Bill. This House 
will remember that when the pressure oi population on Calcutta began to 
increiase Ihe problem of housing accoinmodution became very acute. On 
tin* oru‘ hand, rents went up sky-rocketting and landlords began to demand 
high xahnum and high rents; on the other hand, the housing aecommodation 
available was vejy short in comparison wdth 1h(‘ total demand for housing. 
For these rcaisons the tiovernment proceedefl in two directions. On the one 
side a measun* was enaebsl regulating the rate (d rent and sahimi and tho 
rights and liabilities cd' the landlords and the tenants, on the other hand an 
etl'oft was made to have more rational housing accommodation through a 
house reijuisitioning scheme, and that was why an Act to that effect was 
put on the statute book in 1947. Since then se\eral tleiects have been found 
to lie very g-ri'ut imjxMliments to tin* suecessful working (d the A(*t. 

Sir, these defc'cts have been mentioned in the Statiunent of Objects and 
Ueasons of the pri'sent amending Bill. Sir, one ot the very great defects 
wiiich hamper tlie suecesstul working of the existing Bill was that the word 
“premises” was so defined that many premises which were not intended to 
be let efiiihl not be reijuisitioned. It was laid down in the Act that only 
those ])rt‘mi.s<‘s could be re(|uisition(Ml which wen* intended to he 1ft. Sir, 
as a result (d’ this limitation many id' the big gMnlen houses, many of the 
houfH's which were occasionally used, say for one day in the year, those 
houses could not be reijuisitioneil because those* houses were not intended 
to be h't. Sir, in fairm*ss tee those unfortunate neoiih* who have been iorced 
to come over here, thost* peopK* who have to leave their village.s and come 
to the city in search id’ food, shelter, ociuipation and living — in fairness to 
those peojile it is hardly possible to spare those houses which are not 
intended to be let but which must now in the present circumstances be 
reejuisitioned to provide accommodation to the needy and the poor. 

That is why. Sir, the definition is now being altered with a view to ensure 
that all houses which can reasonably be requisitioned can be requisitioned. 
That is one of the purjmses of this amending Bill. 

Secondly, Sir, it has been the exiH*rience of the Government that in 
many cases whenever the notice issues, the landlord often manages to induct 
tenants— 'iiot hona fide tenants but mala fide tenants — into the vacant 
house only to frustrate the reijuisition order. I have in mind one particular 
case wdu're instead of the so-called tenant paying something to the landlord, 
the landlord paid something to the tenant, so that the house might look 
occupied, and the requisition order could not be given effect to. In order 
to prevent such mala fide practice another provision is being made whereby 
the Government can take such acHon UvS may be nece.ssary to prevent 
occupation of any vacant premises which are proposetl to be requisitioned. 

Then, Sir, there was another very great lacuna in the law inasmuch as 
no provision was made regarding furniture. In the existing Act it is laid 
down that if the house, even if vacant, contains any furniture, that house 
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oaniiot he requisitioned. We have found big houses — three*8toreyed build* 
iugs — vacant with only two or three broken ^airs in one room in one storey 
with the result that the whole house could not be requisitioned. It was 
an obvious anomaly. Therefore a provision is being made that a house 
can be requisitioned even with furniture and if the lantliord does not remove 
the furniture, those pieces of furniture can be used by tbe Government. 
That is another provision that is being sought to l>e made in (he i)resent 
amending Bill. 

Lastly, Sir, there was no provision in the Act enabling (he Collectors, — 
the Land Acquisition Collector in Calcutta , aiul the District (\dlectors in 
the nmfassal who are the authorised persons for Ionise re(juisitiouiug"-* 
authorising these Collectj)r> to um‘ loite. if necessary, wliile they are 
opposed ]>\ force. You know tliere is a pnivision in the Land Acquisition 
Act — I refer to section 47 — which lays down that whcue the Collector is 
opposed in the execution of an ()riler. In* may taki* .such action as he may 
think necessary to e.xeciite his ruder. Here it lias hemi brought to our 
notice that in many eases <leliheratel\ the male menihers of (he family 
remained upstairs and fmnalc memhers ha\e been ]nit forward liy (hi* mule 
members. Even in many cast's our otticers have been assaulted and 
requi.siti()n couhl not take plat'e. \\’here there are genuine, lunut fide 
residents, (lovernintuit i> ct*r(ainl\ not rtajuisitioning those lionses. Tiiat 
is a salutary principh' which all (iovernm<*nl muHt ic'.peet. But. Sir. in 
those cases whert* tenants, I would sa\ s(»-ealletl tenants, art' residing only 
for a diyv or tw*o in tuder <*nl\ to hustiatt* the reijuisition order in this 
manner, I think the ('<diect(»r should ha\t* siiflieiml powt'r to extaule the 
order, d’iiere is aiiotlier jiroMsion in .seetnm ot the Land Aetjuisition 
Act which is htong sought to he nuule in this aineinhny Bill. 

These are tlu' four main (diange> wliieh thin Bill wants to introduce. 
Tlicrt* arc certain other ininoi tli.ilting t hariges onl.\ to nnpTove tin* language 
or even soint' jmssihle lacuna* to which 1 nt‘ed not refer. Tlie honoiiruldo 
memhers ina\ jKOider over thmu and llie\ will tind that these imnoi elianges 
are only cliantrcs oi a dralting nature, I liopt* that in the inteiests ot llio.se 
who are not here td’ their own ehoiet*, wdio art* ftiieed to eome hert*, and who 
are in this t»»wn to get aet-ommodation, 1(» get a root ovei‘ (heir heatls, in 
the interests ol those hafdt'sn people this House will agr(*e (<» (h<* jiassing 
of this measure, so tliat house reijui.silioniiig may be more effective. 

Lastly I may add 1 am tjUite aware that tliis house retjiiisitioning has 
much scope lor improvement ami with that vu*w in mind we ui*e proposing 
to set up a House De-requi.sitnuiing Board eorisisting of ollicials anti non- 
olficials and all such cases of de-re<juisitioning will be referr(‘d to this Board, 
as the (Government may think fit. This House De-requinitioning Jioard will 
consider all applications that may be forwanle«l to them by aggrieved parties. 
We hope, Sir, that this De-reqiii.sitioning Board will be able to meet many 
of tbe grievances of tbe aggrieved parties, I am also happy to announce 
that eminent per.son.s like Sri Nirmai Cliamira Cliumier, Sri •!. K. Biswas 
and Sri Bijoy Singli Nabar have agreeri to serve in this De-reijuisitioning 
Board on the non-official siile. There aie also <»fiicials then', 1 luipe the 
public will take full advantage of this De-requisitioning Board wbieb will 
be announced in a day or two, and all the difiiiulties and grievances should 
be brought to their notice and through that Board to the notice of tbe 
Government. 

Sir, may I have your pemiis.sion to move a short-notice amendment in 
order to substitute 1^49 for 1948? 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is not necessary, I think. It is consequential. 
Yon put it as 1949. I take it that the House has no objection.

The Hon’ble Sri BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Sir, the (b vemment of 

undiMded Beng-al uppontted a e(»mmittee, it I lemember aright, in 19dH, 
to examine tlu* (lue-^tion <d g-iving lights and legnlating the ri'lations 
between rion-.igiieultural (en.int.s an<( tlu'ir iandhods. 'I'lien the Wiir 
inierv«*ned and the eomniittee (’oiild finish its lalmur not t*a»lier than 1941. 
The (jiie^tion of regulating the n‘latioiis (d (he non-agriculturul tenants 
ami iheii' landlords was held in ube\anee foi s(une Inne Imt in 1!I4(> a Bill 
was introdmcd in the Iteiigal Legislativa* Ass(>mhly b\ the then (iovernment 
whieli sdught to give siihstaiitne rights (o mui-agi leiiltiiral tenants and 
regulate their relations witli tludr landlords. Sir, the Bill went into a 
Select Committee on whic’h I had tlu* honour to serve as a memher of tli© 
then OpjMisition and the Seh*et (’<»mmift«‘e re)>orted fui the Bill in 1947. In 
1947 again the Bill was taken up h\ the Houso and it was gone through 
c}aUs<* hy claust* and finail\ p.j^-erl h\ the Bengal Legislative Assc*m)dy. It 
was then due to go to the rpjier House, the Bengal la-gislative ('ouneil, 
when the Partition took jilaee. The Bengal L<*gi.slative Council wa« 
abolished and coii.se<|ueMtly the Bill lapsed. That was the liislory of the 
previous Bill and wlien the jiieseiit West Bengal province came into being, 
this Bill was first published in the (laxette about a year ago, perhaps in 
January, 1948. But unfortunately again it eould not lie taken uj) for want 
of time till so long. Tlie Bill seeks to confer rights on a class of teimnte 
W’ho are now so numerous and so unjirotected. Now, Sir, as a result of 
this Bill not having been passed into an Act, wc had to go on extending 
the life of the Bengal Xon-Agriculturul Tenancy (Temporary Provisions) 
Act. 1940, that now e.\ists and in the last session of the Assembly we had 
passe<i an Act extending the life of the Temjiorar^' Provisions Act. But, 
Sir, I feel that just as the Bengal Tenancy Act regulates the rights of the 
agricultural tenants and their landlords and gives protection U) the agri- 
cultural tenants, so far as non-agricultural tenants are concerned, the lime 
has come when there shriuld W substantive laws regulating their relatione 
with their landlords and them such rights as they deserve. With 

this end in view, this Bill has now been framed and 1 um happy that the 
Aasembly has found time to take np this measure which is long overdnn. 
May 1 remind the Honie that thia meaaure wae thradhed out tberonghiy 
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io the AnBembly for undiTided Bengal end almoat all sections of the House 
were agreed on the main provisions. Therefore I expect, Sir, that even now 
all sections of the House will give their ready co-operation in placing this 
measure on the Statute Book thus giving due protection to all those non- 
ugriculiural tenants who are now without any substantive protection or 
witliout any substantive rights. 

Sir, if you go througli the contents of this Bill, you will find that for 
the jiurposes ui this Bill non-agricultural tenants have been classified into 
two classes, viz., 

{(t) tenaiHs, and 

(h) uiKhu’-tenants, who may liold land for — 

(1) honiesk'ad or residential purposes, 

(2) iiiamifacturing or busin(‘s.s purposes, or other purposes. 

Tlie incidents of these tenancies have been divided into three broad categories 
having regard to the inception of suc.li tenancies. If a non-agricultural 
tenancy has Ikmmi lield from bctore the commencement of the Transfer of 
Ih'ojicrty Act, or if its oiigin is unknown, or if it has bt‘en held for a term 
of not less than 12 years, or under a lease in writing Imt no terms specified 
in such lease, ot it (lie laiidhird ha.s alloweti jiucca structure to he tuected 
on tin* holding, then the tenant of such holding sliall he entitled to use the 
land in any manner vshieJi is not inconsistent with the ]nirposi* of the 
teuaiiey and which does not mati'rially im])aii Ihi* value ot the land. Such 
a tenant shall have the powei to erect any siriietuie imdudmg any juicca 
struct ur<‘, to dig* any tank, and to enjoy all the henefits ari'^ing out of the 
lands. But. he sliall not he entitle<l to convert any land into a ]>]ace of 
religious worship witliout the* pK'vioiis cou.seiit oi the landlord, lie shall 
not 1)(‘ ejectial hv his landhud except on the grounds sj>ecifi(‘d in tin* Bill. 

Where a iiun-agrii'iilt ural land is h(‘)d undi'r a lease in writing for a 
t(‘rm <d' not less tliaii 12 ^ears, the tenant shall, on tht‘ i'Xpiiation (d the 
period, he eiititlerl to tiu' option ol .sue(a*.ssiv(‘ renewal on fan ,ind rcaisonahle 
conditions as to null. But no piemium or sahimi shall he pa_\a])le in 
xvsjiect of sueli renewal. 

If any iioii-agriiuilturul land has luaui held under a lease in writing for 
a term of more than one \ear hut less than 12 years, or witliout any lease 
in writing, or under a lea.so in writing with no sptuufied teiiiis, then the 
tenant shall he lial)le to ejectment on one or more ot tlie grounds specified 
ill the Act, 

Special provisions have U'en made for eviction of a tenant from his 
holding if it is used for any immoial, illegal ami unsocial purpose or iu any 
maniUT so as to hecoiite a source of grave danger to the public peace or 
public safety on payment of such consideration as may he determined by 
the (’ourt. As regards enhancement of rent, the Bill provides (hat the rent 
payable by a tenant except in the ca.se where the land is held on a fixed 
rent or free of rent, shall he liable to enhancement up to such limit as the 
Court thinks lair and eijuitahle in the circumstances of the case, but so 
ns not to exceed the rent previously payable liy 12 per cent, and no rent 
enhanceil hv tlie Court shall be furtlier enhanced during the lo years next 
following the dale on vvliich it lias been last so enhanced except on the 
ground of any improvement affected wholly or partly at the expense of the 
landlord during such period. T)\e nmt of a tenant may also l>e reduced by 
the Court if it considers that the rate'^>f rent pajable by the tenant is unfair 
and inequitable. In the scheme of (be Bill the under-tenants have also been 
given the same rights corresponding to those of the three categories of 
tenants which I have already mentioned and a limitation to the enhpeement 
of rent of an under-tenant has been placed and it has been provided that 
the rate of rent ^yable in respect of any holding of an under-tenant who 
hfti been admitted to occupation after commencement of the Act shall not. 
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6zcept in the case where such land is held on a dxed rent or free of rent, 
exceed one and a half times the rate of rent payable by his immediate 
landlord in respect of such land. Provisions liave been made in the Bill 
lor preparation of a record-of-rights and settlement of rents in respect of 
all non-agricultural lands in any lonil area, estate or tenure or part thereof 
so that there may he no dispute about the riglits of the tenants. The Bill 
also provides for conversion ot as^ncultural lands within municipal areas 
in non-agricultiiral tenancies on application to the ('ollector by the tenant. 
There are certain pn)visioiis about the judicial jiroccdure. inetliod of filinj? 
appeals and instituting cases. These are matters ol procedure and detail 
but do not aftect the tundainental scheme of the Bill itself. 

I have tried to ^Mve a hiief outline of tlie Bill ami I hope that it will 
find ready acci'ptanee of thi*. Itoust', htH'anse tin' me:isnre is not only hmjy 
overdue i)Ut tlu* measure ou^ht to he immediately plac'i'd in the Statute 
Book to protiM t the inteie-^ts (if noii-af^neuttuial ten. nils itll over the province.

1 have 
read with deep concern and anxiety the iicus ot tin* death ol tour J)(‘I^on8 
and injuries to numerous others dire(‘tiy a irsult ot j)oli(‘c action in the 
(College Street area yesterday. vSir, in gra\e liappcning.s 'Uch as tln‘se it is 
the privilege of meiiil*4*rs of tlie miiionty gnaips ot tlii> House to table 
adjouniineiit motions and critici.se the actions ol llie jiolice and tin* tiovern- 
ment and through such motions seek to <d)tain a corrci-t appreciation of the 
situation. Hut, Sir, an adjournmeut mot ion tabled yt'^ierday wa^ disallowed 
by you on the ground tliat the (Tovermnent claimed that the subject-matter 
o{ tne adjournment motion was .suh juJur. 

Sir, 1 hewed down to your ruling yesterday and 1 refer to it today not 
in any spirit of challenging your <lccision. Sir, I apjireciute that it is not 
possible tor the Hon'bie S[M*aker to nqect liu* "itaU'incnt of the Ilon’lde 
Leader of the House outright. The llon’ldc tlic licadei of the House 
jM'rhaps confused the issues and declared b<*i(H'c the House that lafhi 
charges, tear gassing by the ptdice, as aUo arrests of the refugees were stih 
gudicc. 1 would most humbly submit that wliat i.> auh jndhr is the conduct 
and behaviour of the refiip‘es and not the comluct and behaviour ot the 

J >olice. And this is precisely what the adjournment motion sought to discuss. 

' W'ould, therefore, contest the statement ot tlie llon'Jde the Leader of the 
House and would still maintain that the iathi charges and the tear-gassing 
by the police on the processionists is n(»t stih judicv, and can therefore be 
discussed in this House, In this connection. Sir, I woubl humbly refer you 
to a decision <»f this honourable House when under Minilar ('ircumstances the 
Ilon’ble the Speaker ruled that if it later transidreil that the statement of 
the Htm’ble tlie Leader of the Hoiu^ was wrong, he would be pleased to 
waive the urgency and allow the inowr of tlie adjournment motion to renew 
his application. Sir, the attitude of tlie tTOvernment has caust*d grave 
ap[»rehension in the minds of the minority gixiups in this House. I feel that 
they can gag the ojipo.sitiou by taking rmmrse to this unworthy ruse of 
declaring everything sub judicr 1o prevent debates. I would, therefore, 
most humbly retpieat you to giye us a comprehensive ruling indicating w^hat 
will and what wull not be treated as sub /udice for our future guidance — 
ruling that we can follow in tabling adjournment motions.

The Hon*ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Yes, it was on the llth 
morning; 1 stand corr<*(’te(l. And if tliere was no firing done at all, how 
could three persons be killed. That i*. a s<ut <jf malicious, J woubl not cull 
it in.dicious, tli.jt is a careless purxewiig of news that l■cally ujisels persons, 
and, tlicrelore, all these matters could only be properly put before the 
juiblic after we gt‘t something muv tmm the diderent parties which have 
witnessed the incidents either ot yesterday or ot the other day, ami it waa 
immature or rather premature ajiart tnun the liM-hmeal poiluuis of the law 
that We slnuild discuss this on the floor ol this House. It is therefore tiiat

Mr. SPEAKER: If my friend can satisfy that liis statement is not 
correct or lliat his statement is made under some misjippreheiisioii, I would 
follow the ruling which was given by Sir Azizul Haque, namely, that if 
he can satisfy me that the statement is incorrect, I will waive the (piestiou 
of delay and 1 will permit the motion to come on, provided it is otherwise 
allowable under rules.

Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Bouse will lie well aware that during the period that 
the measure l)efore the House has been under consideration, a IViniiorary 
Provisions Act has been in force, inlroductMl in 1940. Its purpose was to 
protect the tenants from landlords who wished to take advantage of their 
existing powers of eviction before tlie intrcnluction of the permanent legisla- 
tion. It debarred the landlords from evicting a tenant of any status except 
on the grounds of failure |p pay an arrear of rent. Its continuous period of 
operation by successive extensions totalled 9 years. Under the present 
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measure which we are considering certain rights detailed m clauses 7 and 8 
are acquired by any tenant who is m possession of his tenancy for not less than 
12 years. The most important of these is the privilege of security against 
eviction except for misuser. Accordingly a tenant who had 'been in posses- 
sion for 3 years before the introduction of the Temporary Provisions Act has 
now, in spite of anything which the landlord could do since 1940, acquired 
by default permanent rights of occupation. His status may be wholly un- 
fuitable for the permanent relations between landlord and tenant. The land- 
lord may have never intended to allow him so long an occupation. He may 
have justifiably wished to acquire the property for his own purpose, hut has 
Wn unable to resume during the temporary legislation and now will be 
debarred in perpetuity. It is only just that such a situaticm should be pre- 
Tcwi«ul from arising as it has almost unintentionally and clause 9A is 
intended to meet this requirement. I therefore move my amendment for the 
consideraiioii of the House. 

The Hon’ble Sri BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have 
considered very carefully the amcndaient moved by Mr. Clarke. It appears 
that the whole point of his amendment is that, in calculating the total 
period of tenancy, the period of tenancy (hiring tlip operation (d the (Tempo- 
rary Provisions) Act, should he left out.

We do not 
desire to be unfair to the under-tenants but this amendment is moved to 
protect land-owners who have in mind development of their lauds other than 
for casual occupants. Accordingly this amendment proposes a proviso to 
clause 22 that the "calculation of the period of twelve years by which an 
under-tenant acquires certain rights relating to permanent occupation as 
provided in clause 22 from bafore the commencement of this Act" shall be 
excluded. I think this is a very fair amendment, Mr. Speaker, and I place 
it before the House for their sympathetic consideration. 

Hit Honllle Sri BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am 
very sorry that it is not possible for Government to accept the amendment. 
The object of this amendment is that in computing the period of tenancy any 
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period of McuiMtion before tbe comuencement of this Act shall not be taken 
uito consideration. Then what would be the caseF Bupposing a tenant haa 
three years before the commencement of the Act 
and if this proviso is accepted, then he will have to continue for another 12 
years, and not for 9 years more to get the rights that he is entitled to enjoy 
under the provisions of the Act. The result will be that the period of occu- 
pation before this Act came into operation will not be taken into considera- 
tion.

(Vpacial Courts) Bill, 1949. 

Tho Hofi’blo Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: I beg to introduc* 
the Wes^ Bengal Criminal Law- Amendment (Special Courts) Bill, 1949. 

(The Secretary' then read the short title of the Bill.) 

Tho HonlMo Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: I beg to move 
that Uie Weei Bengal Cnminal Law Amendment (Special Courts) Bill, 1949, 
be taken into conaiderationr 
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Sir, the facte and circumstanceB which necessitate the introduction ol 
thin Bill are a« foUowa: — 

In June lfM8 the Provincial Government were informed that a large 
ju umber of cases instituted by the special police establishment were pending 
in various courts in West Bengal. The special police establishment, Sir, is 
an cstablishincnt of the Government of India which deals with corruption- 
caMcs within this Province. Experience had shown that the progress made 
in the sjfecial police establishment cases in ordinary courts was very slow 
(hie to the pressure on the time of such courts which have to deal with a 
large number of others cases. The Government of India therefore suggested 
tiial in the interest of ouick disposal of these cases a Special Magistrate 
should be apijointed exclusively for the trial of special police establishment 
cases with liis lieadquarters in Calcutta and with jurisdiction to try special 
police establishment cases throughout the Province of West Bengal includ- 
ing the PresideiK^y Town of Calcutta. Tt-is Government examined the pro- 

i fosul and advised the Government of India that a Special Magistrate in this 
^rovinee would liave no Jiigher powers than those conferred under section 
32 of the Criminal Procedure Code and he can, at the most, inflict a sentence 
of two years’ rigorous imprisonment and a fine of Hs. 1,000 only. He 
would not also be able to utilise the Special Ilules of Procedure and Evidence 
which have so far been found to be necessary for the successful prosecution 
of such cases. On receipt of this comment the Government of India consi- 
dered the matter and informed this Government in November last that the 
flpjiointment of such a Special Magistrate would not achieve the end which 
the Government of India hud in view and which view is shared by this Pro- 
vincial Government. They suggested that the end might be achieved by the 
appointment of a Tribunal under the West Bengal Criminal I^aw Amend- 
ment Act, 1947 (West Bengal Act Vll of 1947), but consisting of only one 
officer and not of three officers as reciuired by the said Act. They suggested 
that section 3 of the AV^^st Bengal Act A’ll of 1947 be amended so as to jiermit 
the constitution of a Tribunal consisting of one offu'cr only. The Govern- 
ment of India were not in favour of making over the cases to the existing 
tribunal of three judges under the West Bengal Act YII of 1947 and asked 
this Government not to allot any more cases to that Tribunal as that Tribunal 
had already been overloaded with work and cases had been dragging on for 
a very long time. This Government considered that, instead of amending 
the West Bengal Act YII of 1947, it would be better to introduce in the 
Legislature a Bill of a fairly comprehensive nature. A new Bill called the 
West Bengal Criminal Law Amendment (Special Courts) Bill, 1949, was 
accordingly drafted which has been introduced and is now liefore the House 
for consideration. This Bill is based more or less on the West Bengal Act 
VII of 1947. According to that Act three Judges are required to constitute 
a Special Tribunal whereas the same iiowers will be exercised by one Judge 
called a special Judge under the new Bill and the Schedule of offences which 
these si>ecial courts will try liave already been shown with the Bill. I there- 
fore think, Sir, that everybody in this House will welcome this Bill as 
making provision for speedy trial of such cases and for inflicting adequate 
punishment which end would not l>e met by the ordinary provisions of 
punishment in our Criminal Law. I therefore hope, Sir, everybody will 
extend his support to the measure proposed. 

There is already a large numlier of cases which have been delayed, 
and we have halted our hands so os not to allow those cases to he allotted to 
the existing tribunals in order to lie delayed, for it is well known that when- 
ever long delays take place, it becomes difficult to collect evidences and 
adduce them before courts of law. We know that offences committed were 
committed in circumstances which heoome all the more diflScult as a result 
of partition. Therefore it is necesiar^- that to special courts at one centre 
will be alloted cases which are spread all over the province to be speedily 
disposed of. 

With these words I commend this motion to the acceptance of the Honse. 
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immb ABOUR RAHMAN tlODIQI: Mr. Speaker. Sir. I consider thi« 
extension of the ^wers of the existing? Goremment against the rights of the 
cititens, as a sad encroachment. 1 do not see any reason why the normal 
law, as it exists, cannot meet the difficulties which the Hon’hle Minister has 
tried to explain to us in rather a vague manner. Delays, Sir. are associated, 
particularly in our country, with legal ortueedings but it the Government i» 
keen on having justice done ami the culprits punished. I see no reason vrhy 
ordinary courts and Magistrates sluoild not be allowed to do this. The 
Hou'ble Minister should alsi» take into cou>ideratiou the [»ossibilties of extra 
expenditure on this score. I do not kni>w the word very properly, but a 
triounal consisting of three jinlg^^ seeing to be etymolitgit ally reasonable, but 
a tribunal of one will, if the l.iwyer-. fur «]efence anil pro>e< ution wish to 
delay, be bound to curry on in the old manner and "pint. He may be able 
to tell the judgt to liurr\ on. hut 1 do not think he hu" power to tell the 
lawyers that they should aKo huny uj». I j>ersonally tetd tliat the delays 
to which \\e lja\e jtot aet‘U"ttiuied were due more to certain poliliial 
induenees In ease" helore the "petial trihun.ds thing" h.4\e hung on and (Ui

C. GUPTA: Mr, SfH'aker, Sir. my honourufdc' trienci represent- 
ing the Muslim Chamber of Commerce, whom I do not find here now, has 
complained of an inroad by the Central Government into provincial

nition i»y the Central Government that the Provincial Government can 
alone (Onstitute courts because the constitution of courts is in the Provin- 
cial l^egHlativc* List. They have, therefore, a^ked the Provincial Govern- 
ment to constitute the courts to try the cases of corruption. The entire 
expenseH again arc borne by the Central Government and my learned 
friends apprehension that it will mean an additional financial burden 
upon tlu\ piovincc is also without any foundation. 

My honourable triend lias next said, why these cases could not be tried 
by the ordinary Magistrates, ft ajipears that one reason which was put 
Jorward the Ilon’tde Ministt-r has entirely escaped lii.s attention and it 
is this. Ordinary Magistrates can inflict a maximum punishment of two 
years a ml a ma.ximum fine oi IN. 1,(100. It i^^mlmitted on all hands, Sir, 
that w<‘ ought to uwani deterrent puni-.liinent in thcM' corruption cases ami 
the maximum jninishim.nt ]irovidi*d will not meet the ends of justice. There 
ih another reason. According to ordinary rule- ot evidence, the onus is 
lieavily <»n tin* prosecution to prove everything against the accused and no 
presumption can b** made against an accused. You are aware, Sir, that in 
('(trruption eases one very material evidence is a liuge amount of money 
whicli may lie (raced in tlie po-*'ess)on oi the aei‘us(*(] and which the ordi- 
nary honest nnuiiis of livelihood <‘aimot exjilain. It is, thendore, necessary 
that in urdci to make ctVective trials of ennuption casc.s, a special rule of 
evitleme should lu* provided and that has tieeii done. \iz,. that when an 
aecuscil is tound in [lossc.sion ot an extraoi dinary amount ut monev, the 
prosecution will not ha\e to proM* that that inoiK'V is ill-molten, but tliere 
will he presumption until tin* accused can u-biit it. 1 supjiose everyone in 
(his House will admit that it is ahsidutely iiecessarv to lia\e such a provi- 
sion if we have got to succeed in such cases. 

My learned friend again said that tribunals arc beTt(*r. hut we know 
that the Central Government ha\i‘ t»stabiislied two tnhunaJs here- — one 
tnluinal has created an unen\ialde rei'ord in proti acted trial, 1 mean that 
trilmnal presided over by Mr. Dhavle and the other tribunal lias been try- 
ing eases but many eases have been pending. Sir, we all know* justice 
deluyetl is justice denied. < fur Gn\ernm«'nt i> tr\ing' to provide s[>t*< ial 
courts so that sp<*eial trial ma\ le htdd and ju-liee may Iw done and done 
in an efleetive manner I think it my learned inend wa- here, he would 
have grown wiser when 1 meutiomd tlu'se ia< t-. all ol which he ignored 
in his speech.

Sir. I wouhl <inlv point out, after what lia> heeii said in reply liy inv 
hoiiovirulde frieml Sri J. ('. Gupta, that a query was made as to why ordi- 
nar\ courts could not try tiiese ia-.es. Sir, 1 havt‘ got in my possession 
here a list ot no less than *..M> ot .■^uch cases ot the special |K)hce establish- 
ment of tlu‘ Govenimcnt ot Imiia tor wliieh the establiHhinent ot special 
court is ilesired In good many ot these cases the amount tliat is involved 
in the fraud would l>e no le.ss than a lakh of rujiees and in gmod many cases 
more than a lakh. If we weie to agree to tlie projiositiou ot the honourable 
member tor the Muslim Chamber of (’omiiierce to have those cases tried in 
an ordinary I'ourt. in view of the fact that an ordinary i-ourt could not 
infiii’t a heavier sentence than only one thousand rupees' fine and two years 
of rigorous imprisonment, it would l>t» indeed from the trading point of 
view a protitablo proposition to g^et away with a lakh of rupees and then 
after a trial — protracted trial at that — to have to pay no more than one 
tliouHand rui>oes’ tine. Government has got no intention of allowing such 
crimes to be profitable on any account and therefore power is sought to be 
taken with a view to enable a sjHvial court to inflict a heavy and adequate 
seuteuee in tueh cases. That. I think, would explain the necessity for 
special pow'crs with regard to sentence and if my honourable friend oppo- 
site who had spoken had iieen here, I am sure he would have agreed with 
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this p(»int (4 ,»iul .««i for the question of expenses I ooiitinn whut hu« 

already been ^aid in giving inloimaliou by Sri d, C. Gupia that it haa 
already Iveeti arranjred and it is already the praetiee that the (lowrnment 
of India pay^ for the exjienses of tlie ‘'peeial courts t>r tribunals of this 
nature which try inaiuly (ioveriinicnt of Jn<Iia‘s cases.

The Calcutta Thika Tenancy Bill, 1949. 

The Hon’ble Sri BiMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Sir. I beg to introduce 
the Calcutta Tinkti Tenanc^y Bill, lb49. 

(The Secretary then n^ad the slioit title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’ble Sri BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Sir, I beg to move that 
the Calcutta Thika Teuam > Bill, 194!i, be taken into conriideratiou. 

Sir, in moving the consideration motion of the Calcutta Thihi Tenancy 
Bill, 1949, 1 think I should give a detailed explanation of the circumstance^ 
which necessitated promulgation of the Culmjtta ThiKa Tenancy Ordinance 
and formulation of the present measure, '^hff thika tenants ot Calcutta! 
busteeji have presented a problem for many year.**. It has been brought to; 
the notice of Government that owing to heavy pres.sure of |»opulatioii in. 
Calcutta there was going on a steady evi< ti»>n of the huntt^e tenants of^ 
Calcutta thus leading to- great misery and hardship to the tenants. Thalj 
was why Government was forced to promulgate the Ordinance in order io 
stop the execution of decrees for eviction. That was only a temporary 
measure. Government have now come up before the Legislature with a 
substantive Bill regulating the rights and responsibilities of the thika 
lenants and giving them some substantial relief, '^Sir, the hu$fee probleml 
has been one of the most baffling problems of the city and suburbs. Efforts' 
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have heeu inaile from time to time to -solve this problem, but I must confess 
,(]iat not much iieiolwav has been made so far. You have in this city large 
feireai' veith sj/rawling nuts where men. women and children live in a most 
insaiiitiiiv condition. Recently the Government of West Bengal conducted 
iao eiojuirv into the living condition in the /jt/«teeg of Calcutta and HowTah.* 
en(|uiry report is in the jire-ys and will be published in about a week's 
lime. I would, however, like to give this House a briet outline of some of 
llie main results of the enquiry. The enquiry whieh was conducted on 
h.tmpie survey rnetlonl and was confine'd to 1(1 per cent, of the hvstecs in 
Cuhutta, though at present the re.sult of b ]»er cent, only ha.s been collected. 
Theie are at the present moment 4.M71 l)u,Hfus recorrled in the hooks of tlie 
Culf'Utta CoriMjration. Tlie^ie hustccs are generally inhabited by tw'o classes 
oi pc(*|ile — titihi tenants and their hhiiratias. 

' The u^ual pattern is tlnit the thtla tenant takes the land in settlement 
from the landlord, sets up the .striuMires and lets out those structures to 
hiiiimtuin, in snme cases reserving a portion for hiniselt. AVhere the iiuLa 
tenant himself resides, the density ot population i.s geneially 2-0 per cent. 
j»er room; where tiiev have been let out to hh/iratunt, the -average density of 
l(crson^ jter room is Of the total ntimher of tenement.s 92-3 per cent, 

are one-roomed, o'8 per cent, are two-roomed and 1-91 i>er cent, are more 
tliiiii two-roomed. The average annual ground rent for a huxtre is Ks. 89 2 
and the uvertige quarterly ta.v is Rs. bS-]. For a hut the amotfnts are 
R^. Id-ll and Rs. 11 M, respectivtdy. For a room the figure^ work otit to 
he R.s. 1-8 aiul Us. 1-3(1 per year iespectivel\ . The rent paid by hhanitius 
to thi* thiha tenants works out at Rs. 7 97 per month or Rs. 7 33 ]>er romn 
per month. It is fouiul that the thika tenant holds the land sometimes 
under n'gistered leases which is 299 per cent, of the total som(‘times by 
unregistered doeuments whii li is fb 3 per cent, and smnetimes )>y oral 
agreement which is 24 8 per <*ent. 'ITie jMU-centage oi tenants affected by 
eases where eviction proceedings have been instituted (tr < (»m])leted is b ti.'t 
per cent. Amongst the thikn tenants 2b [wr cent, has income of less than 
Us. b(l per month, 38 per cent, has ineome la*tween bt) ami Ibt) pt-r month 
wliiie 3fl per rent has Ilc me of more than Us. 190 per month. Of tliese 
3b per cent, about 3,1 per lent. lias a montbly inciune of Us. .bIM) or more. 
.\mongst the hhiinitins 42- 1 were f(Uind to haxv iiuomes (d IG. bO or per 
montli; 32-4 per cent, were touml to have ineomes between bO and Rs. 199 
per 111 until. 

Sir, from tlie pieture I have tried io give in brief of the eoiiditions in the 
hustvfx, two tacts become absoluttdv ileai,' First, the huxtrr people live 
in a (ondition which demumU iiumediute improvement. Secondly, the 
lilakit tenunta, namely, those persons who have taken the lands from the 
llundlords and have set up structures and let out those struf tures to hharattax, 
ismh thiko tenants are in a mueh better condition than the hharatios them- 
Iselves. Sir. i have no liesitation in my mind that it i-s unwise to allow these 
]hustt'vs to (Hiutimie in this condition tor ever. These Ituxtevs have been the 
d)reeding centies of epidemic ill health and constitute a menace to the city'a 
(Social, civic and health problems. From the point of view of housing condi- 
tions it is iiioouceivahle that large parts of laud will be occupied by a few 
.huts atTordiug iu'eomm<v<latiou only to a few* people where a very large number 
of persons could be uccommodate<l if proper housing schemes could have 
been given effect to. The Government are therefore anxious that the sooner 
These hustf'cx are replaced by proper houses for different categories of people 
of varying income groups, the better it is for th^ persons residing in these 
; tenements as also for the city as a whole. Rending auceeesful imnlementa- 
itiou of such a scheme, Government was of opinion that so long as tlie huxtve 
system continues there would be' no noint in allowing one resident of the 
huxtec to be evicted only to be replaceu by a similar person. After partition 
even the middle class families who are not accustomed to reside in the 
have been forced to occupy the hu^Ues and live there for want of 
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better accommodation. Sir, with the heavy pressure of population and 
heavy inrreaae in the price of land it is only natural tliat there would be a 
tendency to evict the occupants or to get from them high nmt and Wawti. 
The Government therefore have thought it necessary to bring forward this ^ 
measure to regulate the rights and liabilities of the thtka tenants till the jV 
larger question of removing the hustees altogether can be properly given I 
eflfect to. 

Sir, I need not go into the proxisions of the ilill in detail. T believe 
honourable meniWs have already looked into the draft of the N(m- Agricul- 
tural Tenancy Bill and this Bill makes similar provision for the thtfea 
tenants, hi framing this Bill the improvement «»{ fmstrr conditions ha» 
been kept in view. There arc provi'iions for regulating the rate of rente 
and for preventing ejectment <‘xce]*t on certain gnmmU. vsir, on the 
analogy <»f the Rent (’oiitnd Act a provi>ion has ]»een madt‘ that if a thtkiit 
tenant dot's mtt resitle himself or does not oct ajiv tlu' major jjortion of the 
land then the thda tenant will no longer la* the tenant and the hlmnitia 
will be t!ie direct tenant of the landlord.

Thf Corporation of Caloutta (Temporary Supersession) Amondmont Bill, 194B. 

The Hon’blo Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to introduce 
the Corporation of Calcutta (Temporary Supersession) Amendment Bill> 
1949. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon*ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, I beg to move t^t 
the Corporation of Calcutta (Temporary Supersession) Amendment Bill, 
1949, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, the members should recoil that last year owing to continued deficit 
and maladministration this Assembly considered and passed two Bills: one 
was the question of supersession of the Corporation of Calcutta for a period 
of one yeor ending on the Slst of March 1949 and the other was the ques- 
tion of investigation into the affairs of the Corporation. The Government 
according to the provisions of the Act appointed an Administrator who had 
two main duties to perform apart from other duties which any administrator 
has to perform in the Corporation, namely, to try and whip up the collec- 
tions in the first instance and secondly to have a reassessment of all the 
Wards of Calcutta in order to find out whether properties in Calcutta were 
being properly assessed. The situation became very critical because 
Government had to advance for the ordinary work of the (^ktlcuiia Corpora- 
tion a sum of nearly 50 lakhs of rupees in the year 1947-4^ and at about the 
same time that the Bill was presented before the House last year there was 
a request from the Corporation to give a loan of Rs. 20 lakhs for the year 
1948^9. It is therefore a matter of great congratulation to the Adminis- 
trator and his administration that the collections have improved tremen- 
dously compared with the collections for the first three quarters in the years 
1945-46, 1946-47, 1947-48 and 1948-49. (^Shaik Mohamad Rafique: What 
was percentage P) The percentage will be calculated after the year is 
over, as my friend Mr. Rafique who had long been in the Corporation, must 
have known. 1 oan only give you the figures that stood on 31st December, 
1948, compared to the first three quarters collections in the other three 
years: In the year 1945-46 collection for the first three quarters was 
Rs. 1,59,34,300; in the year 1946-47 it was Rs. 1,43,34,400; in the year 

1947- ^ it was Rs. 1,50,15,500 and in the year 1948-49 up to ^Ist December 
it was Rs. 1 ,96,48, 399-^n appreciation of nearly 46 lakhs over the colleo- 
ikm of the previous year dun&g the first three quarters. That, I submit 
to the House, is a very great achievement, and it is therefore expected that 
the year will close now without any further call upon the Government for 
loan. As a matter of fact, of the loan of 20 lakhs which they have taken 
they have already returned 5 ktkhs to us and they are promising to return 
before the year is over prac^baliy the whole of the loan taken in the year 

1948- 49. Added to this assessment has been made in some of the wards and 
it is going on» and it will take certainly acme time before the assessment is 
oompretea. the other band the Commission are abo carrying on their 
am^tigation and I have been kaepini^ in dose touch with the work of the 
OcNVuniisioaiL and tiiey have hoeyi takiiig very mat care not mmly to 
iog^ist meAod of stopping abuses in the administration of the

to wor& out I am hoping that with a recommendation of the Com* 

mission, if ^ere ore any matters which need come before the Assembly for 
enactment, it would be possible for us to consider whether bv iu<^ an 
alteiation in the composition or constitution of the Corporation the work of 
the Goiyorotiou might go on better. For iustonce, in the sister Corpora-* 
Uons of Madr^ and Bombay there is an administrator appointed who ie 
practically in charge of all collections aufl assessments and also in ohi^e of 
some of the important posts. I cannot tell you all the detaiU because 1 
have not studied the whole thing very minutely, but that is again a matter 
which is engaging the attention of the Commission. 

The Commission ha\e intimated to us that they would submit an interim 
report particularly regarding their reoommendation on the constitution and 
franchise of all the people as also the powers of the executive officers, and 
if these recommendations are accepted by the House then it would need a 
change in the Act. Therefore I nave come today before you with a pro- 
p^l for increasing the period for the administration of the Corpomtioa 
till 31st March, 1950, so that in the meantime we might have u complete 
picture of what the results of the new assessment would be-^>n the one 
hand u complete picture as far as possible to find out to whut extent a better 
ystem of collection and assessment would increase the income of tie 
Corporation, and secondly whether there is any idea us to altering the 
constitution of the Corporation in the interests of the Corporation itself, 

I have very great hopes that if the improvement that has been achieved in 
nine months of this year continues and if the assessment also bo done in m 
manner that will give us a better result at the end of the assessment jmr, 
it may be that the Corporation would again get on to its financial equili- 
brium and probably— I am only giving an estimate— the total income of the 
Corporation would increase by at least a crore a year. 

Therefore, Sir, I have put this case before the House for the purpose of 
increasing the temporary supersession perioil of the Corporation up till 
31st March, 1950, and I have brought this amendment for tlmt purpose. 

dwisb MOi KHUDA BUKHSHs Mr. Speaker, Sir, we have heard the 
Hon’blt the Minister in charge extolling the odministmtor end his adminis* 
tration. Sir, it is for him, because he has got his figures, t6 tell us eithctly 
where the improvements have been and where the improvements are still to 
i>e expected. 

Sir, the duties of the administrator are two*fold, chiefiy to expedite 
ind — to borrow the phrase used by the Hon*ble Minister — to whip up 
collection, and next is reassessment of holdings. He has been satisfied 
with the work done by the odministrator and bis administration so far, but 
Sir, when he brought this Bill l>efore the House originally, he, lieing a 
doctor it naturally came to him, used the simile* that the (Virjwration is 
diseased and a major operation has to lie performed, and I remember, Sir 
to have, to pursue his simile, told him that it is jncredible that he pr<qioses 
bo keep the ratient under eusesthetic for so long a period as 3(15 <lays. But 
now, Sir, I Ind that he proposes to prolong the aniesthetic by another year 
ind more. 

Sir, 1 should have been satisfied if I found that the Qovemment were as 
keen in their actions as they profess to be in their words. Sir, wlmi is the 
bPae atate of the administation in the Corpomtioa F They ^v« appointed 
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n udmmiitntor who is looking after the administration of the Corpoation 
as well as tlw adminielration of another bodv, the Improvement Trust of 
Calcutta. Would it not lu^vo been better if the Oovemment bad been able 
to find their way to appoint an administrator who would have been able to 
devote all his energies, his whole time and his whole resourcefulness to the 
object of clearing up the Augean Stable — the Ckorporation to Mr. Siddiqi 
and the Corporation of Calcutta to the rest of us P It is a vexy sad oommen- 
tary on the state of administration of this country that a suitable adminis- 
trator could not be found by Government who are so assiduous in their 
search and their attempt to clear up the Corporation, to build it anei^ and 
to better the Corporation in all respects, who could devote all his energies 
to the job. Why is it, Sir, that a man has been asked to perform two such 
very important duties? Would the Hon’ble Minister when he makes his 

final speech (The Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: If I may get )— 

or if somebody else does on his behalf— explain this because I ask him in 
all earnestness, because we are all interestea in the Corporation and we are 
all interested to see that tlm Corporation should be restored to its former 
glory and not be superseded and be administered by one person? The 
Corporation has had the unique glory of being the most autonomous self- 
governing institution in the province but now due to the follies and actions 
or lack of them of the councillors of the Corporation the Government had 
seen it fit and proper to oust them from their seats and take the administra- 
tion in their own hands. But that is not desirable to me as an ordinary 
citizen of Calcutta. I want to see my elected representative function in 
the Corporation of Calcutta and that as soon as possible, and I hope the 
Government will explore all avenues of seeing that this regime of one man 
administration ends as quickly as possible. The time proposed in this 
amending Bill of one year and more is too much. Tliey should certainly 
be able to reduce ^he period and not take one year and three months. 

Sir, 1 appreciate that a Commission are sitting and they have not yet 
■ubmitted their recommendations to Government. They will be compre- 
hensive and quite exhaustive recommendations, but then, Sir, they also 
should be gingered up and — ^to use the expression again— whipped up. 
They should be asked to submit their recommendations as quickly as possible 
so that the Corporation could be restored to its former status. 

ShAik MOHAMAD RAn9UE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, last year when this 
measure came iip for discussion the Leader of the House f breed the 
Cortxoration of Calcutta Supersession Pill down our throats against our 
wishes. He told us that ii the Corporation was superseded and if an 
Administrator was appointed, o miracle would happen. The administration 
of the Corporation will improve, corruption will l>e eradicated and more 
amenities will be available. Early last year when another similar measure 
came up we were told that the Bill was meant for investigation also. The 
Act will be so amended as to bring improvement in the administration of 
the Calcutta Corporation. Sir, I will take these two matters separately. 

Coming to the Corporation Commission, I would like to know how many 
fittings this Commission had since the day they were appointed. You will 
be surprised to hear, Sir, that Government has spent enormous sums in 
•eiiiug up this Commission — sums which could perhaps have improved 
fome of tne streets of Calcutta and alleviate the suffering of the citixen of 
this great city. You will be surprised to learn, Sir, that this Commission 
bad very few sittings — even two a week, and they hare not yet 
•ttbmitted any report. We'^n this House who have spent good money of 
tbe tax payers are entitled* to have at least some interim report from this 
GoxnmissK>n. I think tbe Leader of tbe House must have realised before 
earning to this House that for extension of time this House deserved at 
least some report from the Conunission, admitti^ that the Congress is tbs 
absolute majority and opposition is xkominal. We do not want tbe wboU 
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repofi but at leaat aome report on aome problems or on some works of tlie 
Oorponation could be driven for our i^nidanoet but no report of that kind kns 
been giTen to us for reasons which are obvious. 

Sit, much has l^n im^e of the general revaluation of the entire City 
of Calcutta. My friend Sri Auandilal Poddar who wu« the Chairman of tke 
binance Committee will tell you, if he is permitted bv his Whip to speak 
this question of jirfneral revahiation of all the wards be taken up 
simultaneously was decided by the Corporation two years before. It was 
recommende<l by the Finance (’oinmittee that a)] the wards of the City 
of Calcutta should be revalued by independent persons, not connected witn 
the Corporation. So this is not a new find which, as the Government 
pointed out, has been suffgested by the Administrator or the Commission. 
So far as the Commission is (Oiicerned they have not been able to do 
anything, and when the rejmrt of the (’ommission will come out you will 
find, Sir, the truth of my assertion. You were also iHjiinected with the 
Corporation and you are conversant with the working of the ml ministration 
of Calcutta Corporation. I hope you share my views that nothing new 
will come before us. It will Iw* a repetition of old things, which were 
suggested by you, the Leader of the House and one of the members of the 
Commission when they were Councillors and Aldermen of the Calcutta 
Corporation. 

Xow’, Sir, coming to the question of finance the l^eader of the House has 
said that in 104O-40 tl»e income from taxes and other sources was 
Its. 1 00, OIM). {The Hon'lil^' Dr. Didiian ('u.\m>ka Hoy: Only fn»m con- 
solidated rates.) Yes. that i.s so. In DM047 it was Us. 1 ,4d,00,0(M); in 
DM7-4.S it was Hs. 1,00,00.000. Ho has purposely not given you tho 
percentage of the nett deniand and the pereentage of oollectioji, you can 
only compare the e(dleeti(»ii against tlie nett deittand. If your demand ia 
Hs- 20,000 and yawv colh'ction is Its. 8,000, nuturully your j>er(‘entage W’ill 
he htwer against your demand ot Us. 12,00(t ami collection t>f Hs. 4,800. Tho 
jiercentage of nett demaiul against collection ccmld only give true jdidure 
and this has Wen deliberately kept hack. If the < VirfMirntiorr.s nett demand 
is Hs. d (Tores and if they had realised Hs. 1 ,00,00, (M)0 against iho nett 
demand of lU. d erores. surtdy, Sir, I can say that the realisati«m of 
Hs. 1 ,50,00, 0(K) against the nett demand of Hs, 2,00,00,IM)0 is mueh bettor 
so far as the i)er(entage is roneemed. I'erliaps when we come to the third 
reading, the Leader of the lIou.se will give us the [lereeutuge of collection 
to remove su.sjiicion. 

Sir, everybody knows tliat the wards of the Corporation are revalued 
after every six years. A house whieh is valued today will be revalued after 
six years. A ward which was valued in 1942 w’as revalued again in 1948, 
Naturally the rent which was realised from jiropertics in 1942 has increased 
and gone uj) by 200 to dOO per cent, and if not by 20<) per cent, at least by 
10 per cent, as permitted by Act and 5 per cent, increase for taxes. So it la 
no credit to the Administrator, if the valuation has gone up. It has gone 
up on account of inflation. Kverylaidy knows that tlie rent has gone up, 
and on that basis the valuation has gone up too. You will W surprised to 
hear, Sir, that Ward No. 8 comprising the whole of liowrbaxar, Harrison 
Hoad and Colootola, W^ard No. 7 comprising (dive Street, Canning Street 
and Burrobaxar, Ward No, 13 comprising Dhurrumtola Street, Chowringheo 
and the New Market, Lindsay Street and other side streets have been 
revalued after 1947, and their assessments have l>een fixed on that revalua- 
tion in 1948. Naturally, Sir, the income from these wards which are tho 
principal business places and money making wards of the City of Calcutta 
have gonq up. And so, Sir, if the Administrator has realised 
Hs. 1,90,90,000 it is no credit to him, though I fear the nett demand is 26 
to 30 per cent, more than before. 

Sir, if the Leader of the House bad been fair to ns he shotild have 'giTen 
ns the fignre of nnrealised tax pending with the Law Officer. In 1^7 it 
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wu B*. 40 Itkbf, tod yon will be tnnrued to Sir, tbat it is aore 
ihMJi B». 40 hklm today in apite of emcieney drive in the Corporation. 
The amount which was pending with the Law Officer has been added to. 
It has been said that the Corporation has paid back Es. 5 lakhs out of 
Its. 10 lakhs advanced by the Government. We would like to know how 
much money the Corporation has spent on new works, on improvement 
works and on repair works. If the income of the Corporation is 
Es, l,90,00,db0 and 60 lakhs over last year and they did not spend even 
Es. 90 lakhs for repair and improvement work, then they are accumulating 
all the money for what purpose God knows. But with all income and no 
expenditure the Corporation will not be running with deficit. It is only 
when you provide for amenities in a city like Calcutta against the payment 
made to you in the form of taxes that your income will cover your expendi- 
ture. During the last year not even Es. 50,000 was spent on new works, 
and this year also from a statement appearing in the Press we find that 
nothing is going to be spent on new works. Walking on the streets of 
Chuwringhee or Clive Street does not give you a fair idea of the condition 
of roads in Calcutta. One has to go to Chingrihatta, Narkeldanga, 
Belliaghatta or Chitpore to find out in what dirty condition these roads are 
at present. I had been to a District office today and on the first floor verandah 
1 found about 60 to 60 men (methars) gambling just in front of the room of 
the officer. You will find those people gambling in open even now'. That has 
been the improvement in the administration of Calcutta. If I recollect 
aright in 1946-47 the percentage of collection had been 99 3 per cent. I 
would like to know if the percentage of collection has improved since then. 

Then, 8ir, regarding revaluation, the Lender of the House has said that 
it is the aim of the Government to see that the finances of the Corporation 
are stabilised, but the methods they are pursuing are so W'eak, unstable and 
doubtful that Corporation finances will never be stabilised. The Assessment 
Department, Sir, is valuing l«nd at the j)resent market rate and are taking 
the construction of the buildings at the present prices with 15 to 20 per 
cent, depreciation. Today the prices of material are inflated, and the land 
value is also high. If today’s price is taken as the basis of valuation then 
nerhaps after a year or tw'o, when depre.ssion sets in and the i»rice of the 
Duilding materials and of the land have gone down, the valuation will be 
materially affected. A plot of land which was purcliased by a man in 1935 
at Es. 6,000 is worth Es. 20,000 today and if the cost of construction at 
tlmt time was Es. 1 lakh, it is Es. 4 lakhs today. Now, Sir, the Assessment 
Department of the Calcutta Ctirporation under the new' Admini-strator is 
takitig up the price of that land at Es. 20,0(X) and the cost of construction 
at Es, 4 lakhs, minu.s 20 cent, or 25 per cent, depreciation for the build- 
ing in valuing the entire building. These valuations may l>e conceded as 
they are so today, but after a yeiir or two when the value goes down perhaps 
the stipuliitod iiuvime on which you are building up your finances today will 
also go down not only by 5 j>er cent, or 10 {>er cent, but by 50 to 75 ]>er cent, 
or more. You are setting up fictitious and inflated values, which are prevail- 
ing today. This is a very bad method of building financial structure of a 
corporate body. It is a point to which I think the Leader of the House 
ahould immediately set his attention. A method lias to be devised which 
will give vou the average value of the land which shall be prevalent for 
another 1(5 years, or from year to year for all time to come. 

Last time when this measure came up w'e doubted the intention of the 
Government so far as the improvement of the Coriwration w'as concerned. 
Had tbev been eincere in tlieir desire they would have accepted the sugges- 
tion of tlie minority groups this House which suggested the formation of 
nominated Councillors or a dominated committee of 12 or 15 persons consist- 
ing of (qualified engineers, administrators and businessmen who could run 
the administration of the Goipomtion. Sir, the Calcutta Corporation’s 
administration is not one man’s job however capable he may be. Mr. E^y 
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Admi]u»tr»tar> is no doulit a eApable ibaz^ )nil bF 
Ckap^tioa for 2, 3 or evon 6 liours. bo osanoi dispose of loO ouudtiiif 
easfSy 150 bealtb department oases, 100 market oases, and nearly 100 
woiIes oases daily. Besides there are many Corporation contra^ which 
ha'Ve to be entered into and other matters arhicli have to be disposed of 
speedily- It is humanly impossible for a man to dispose of 500 or 600 
cases daily and at the same time look after the proper administration of the 
Corporation. The proper course for the Government would be to-^if tbe 
Government is sincere and well-wisher of the tax paying public and if they 
want to improve the administration of the Corporation — to have a committee 
of 12 or 15 or more persons nominated by Government to run the sImw tar 
another two or three years, or till after the general election of which the 
present Government is nervous. We fully realise that the administrati^ 
of the Corporation has to l>e kept under the control of the Government till 
the provincial election is over, because anylwdy who d^s not ffet hold of 
the Corporation can rule West Bengal. After all wluit is West Bengal but 
the City of Calcutta? Persons who shall have hold over the Calcutta Cor- 
poration will rule West Bengal. It is no secret why this Bill has been 
Drought in. In whatever disguised form you may bring this measure we 
know what your intentions are. But we sympathise with you and agre# 
that you must have control o\er the Corporation to rule West Bengal 
because we do not want chaotic conditions to prevail. Sir, I would suggest 
that in.stead of superseding the Corporation till 1950 you should supersede 
it till G mouths after the election. In the meantime let there be a com- 
mittee of 15 or 20 persons, qualified persons who are in the confidenoe of 
the Government, their own people, who would run the administmtion of the 
Corporation during this period of supersession. Because I feel it ie a great 
injustice to the ratepayers who are giving you tons of money expecting that 
you will provide them with some amenities to which they are entitled. We 
are not getting nny water in the suburbs of ('Calcutta though we are alao 
])aying 22 per cent, of rates as in Calcutta. (Janab Ahvl IIahhrm : Do 
you mean to -eay that the Government is not prepared to fare the election 
of the Corporation now?) Yes, if the election is held tomorrow they may not 
perha]>s he able to capture appreciable number of seats. I may even say 
that they will not be able to secure more tlian a dozen seats. So, I would 
suggest that let tbe citizens of Calcutta be provided with at least elementary 
amenities to which they are entitled. Sir, if you go to tbe Beliaghata 8ida. 
tbe condition is worse there. Tbe Hon’ble Sri llem (Jiandra Naskar will 
be able to tell you more than I can say about tbe comlition prevailing tliora. 
He supplies water to his voters and sujiporters from bis own tul»e-woll. 
The people there do not get water. Sf» is also tbe case in (9»ingrihata. 
The (Corporation has increased rates already and they are also charging 
separate amounts for supplying water to business premises. This is one 
of the forms of income whieb has reeeiitly come into existence in th© 
Corporation after the Administrator had taken charge of it. Then, Sir, 
the rents of the munici|»al market-, in Calrutta have been increased by 26 
per cent. Naturally tht* im-ome has gom* up. formerly the\ could not 
increase the rent on account of the pre\ ailing llent ( ontrol Act, but the new 
Act lias given Government jiower ot exemption and now they can increase 
by whatever percentage they like. This general increase in the revenue of the 
Corporation is not due h) any efforts on anybody’s part but is on account of 
the general increase in the jirices of commodities, land values and cost of 
construction. I would again welcome figures on this score from the llon’bl© 
Leader of the House telling us of new sources tapped to augment the revenue. 

Finally, Sir, this Bill nmv be passed— because it is sure U> get through— 
but I ho^ that in the interest of the ratepayers whom he also equally 
represents, the Government should do something so that at least 50 per cent, 
of the past amenities may be provided for them. 

I hope, Sir, the Hon^ble the I>eader of the House will give due comi- 
to iny suggestions. 
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M I 0. CUPTAs Mr. Speaker, Sir, I was Usieniagto tbe aitkm 
/warding tie Adminietrative OScer being also the ubeirman' of the 
improremeat Trust. My friend Mr. BaSque wiB probably remember that 
we ^ve passed an enactment by which we have been able to economise on 
this account, because the salary is now shared between the two» Secondly, 
there is another fact also. There are many works in Calcutta which require 
co-ordination between the Improvement Trust and the Calcutta Corporation. 
This is also another advantage. Thirdly — ^Janab Abul Hashbm; Then 
make the Premier of India the Premier of West Bengal also.) If the co- 
ordination between the two is necessary and if it was possible it would be 
desirable. We all know that there is dearth of high and responsible officers 
also. I should like the meml)er8 to point out whether there has been any 
shortcomings because of this arrangement. My friend says there are so 
many cases to be disposed of. Now, is it his contention that these cases 
were disposed of more speedily before the Administrator was appointed? 
Certainly not. On the other hand if you now apply for the sanction of a 
building plan you get an acknowledgment of the application sooner than 
before and you get the sanction also sooner provided there are no trans- 
gressions, But previously even those building plans which did not 
transgress any oi the rules were delayed but those that did transgress the 
rules but could secure the support of the members of the building com- 
mittee had a chance of getting their plans passed. 

I myself personally do not like a self-governing institution to be run 
as a department of Government, but I do not want an election \intil the 
revision of the electorate and extension of franchise. If we want better 
representation in the body of the Corporation of Calcutta, I think that 
should be constituted after the revision of the electorate and after the 
franchise is extended. Let us hope by 1950 there would be an electorate on 
the bosis of adult franchise and we would expect better representation 
then. (Janab Md. Khi im Bckhsh; Tliat is your hope Imt the Commission 
has not yet made any recommendation.) From the little experience that 
I had as an Alderman of the Calcutta Corporation for one term, I will 
give you certain [joints and nothing more. Mr. liiifitiue has said tluit reva- 
luation was decided two years ago, hut nothing new has been <lone. It is 
true that we had delayed revaluation hut the difficulty was that proper 
ossessment <xmld not he nuide because some representatives yield to the 
wessure of their elector and intervene and try to rtMluee the assessment. 
Therefore though the revaluation was decidcul upt)u two years ago, if it 
can Iks finished while the present administration iM)ntinues, there will be a 
better clmnce of assessment being properly done without any pressure or 
request from some pe^jple. As reganls income, percentage, etc., 1 am sure 
the llon’hle Minister in cliarge of the Bill will explain. But however much 
we may regret siiperse.Hsion and substitution of an elective body we have to 
consent to the jmssing of this Bill for the simple reason that the extension 
of franchise must take place first. In that view, I liope there would be 
no further opjjosition to the present Bill. 

{The House was then adjourned for fifteen minutes.) 

{After adjouni'ment,) 

Janab ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQi: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the honourable 
member who spoke just before me has made a had case vrorse by his curious 
and bad advocacy. Leaving that apart, Mr. Speaker, I should like the 
Hon'ble Minister in charge of the Bill to tell us something about those 
special windfalls that ^11 during the year. For instance, the long: 
standing quarrel alK>ut the assessment of the Assemhlv Hall, between the 
Oovernment and the Oorpomtion was settled during this year. Similarly 
the quarrel with the East Indian Railway was also settled this year. And 
more thou that, if my information is correct, and I hope, if I anf wrong, 1 
ohall he corrected, the zkormal payments made by the Government to the 
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tJbat used to be laode «i tbe end of tbe fiiMutoial yaer ore now 
beii|r .made qnartwly and, thus, Um idea of the inflated inoome even iioni 
coneoii a ated rates is ratber misleading. I hope better investi^tion will be 
made and, as we all desire, the finance of the Corporation shall he placed on 
surer and better foundations. Mr. Speaker, Sir, reference has been made 
to one officer doing the work of the Administrator of the Corporation aa 
well as that of the Chairman of the Improvement Trust. You will reoall. 
Sir, that a similar problem arose in Bombay years ago and forces of 
nationalism ultimately succe^ed in bipiigiug the Improvement Trust under 
the control of the Gorporotiou of Bombay. Thus, I have nothing to say 
about the same oflSoer doing and carrying out this double duty. But may 
I suggest to the Hon’ble Minister that tne present was not the time when 
the same officer should Inive been loaded with so much work, for in Bombay 
the work of the Corporation and the Improvement Trust goes on in a normal 
way. Here, if I may use the tenu with your permission, Sir, tho 
Administrator has to ourr^’ out the work of the super-scavenger who will 
have to cleanse the Augean Stable. Therefore, I would earnestly request the 
Hon'ble Minister to see that the two institutions which are going to place 
the city on a better footing are run with greater ease and not by a shuttle- 
cock running between Netaji Subhiis litmd and Sureudrauath Ikinerjee Hoad. 

Having said that, Sir, may I also suggest that I am one of tlmse unfor- 
tunate beings that had suggesUnl that the administration of the Corpomtion 
should be handed over to what is known in t|ie continental langiuiges of 
Europe, as the Burgomaster — that the Cor}mration should l»e(ome a (iepari- 
mentof the Government because so long as electixl representatives are tnere, 
the traditions under which they have been working for all thest* years from 
1923, cannot and will not be eradi«ited. Wluttcvcr steps the Hoirble 
Minister may choose to take, I can almost prophesy that whether we have 
adult suffrage or whether we have some other form of election, those who 
will come biick to the Ck)riM)ration will, like the natural hsipard, not change 
their spots as Corpomtion leopards. These leojuinls. Sir, will work in co- 
operation wdth the officers of the (kupumtion. 1 .should not nay this In'cause 
the Corporation otHccis are not liere to d+*f«*n(l thciysclves. But the 
Hon'ble Minister as an ex-Mayor and Corporator knows, as most of us 
present here know, that without a It/tison iH*tween the lucnihers of the 
different committees and the hejids and assistants in the various depart- 
ments of the Corporation, oonditions in Calcutta would not have gone down 
so badly; on the contrary they might have improvetl. 

It was said by one of the speakers today that assessments and revalua- 
tions have now gone on at a better jxice, and because there are no members 
of the Corporation to interfere with this straight |witb newly built, things 
have improved. 1 teel certain, Sir, that those who wielded their influence 
in the past are still doing so for the good reason that the oflicials of the 
Corporation are the same. The j>oor Administrat<>r cannot watch them at 
every corner and in every street. So much. Sir, for the actual administra- 
tion. I could speak at greater length but it will serve no useful purimse 
repeating facts over which w’e liave 8j>eiit months and years. ^ 

Mr. Sp^iker, Sir, I propose to nmke a suggestion to the Hon’ble Minister 
for what it is worth. I know tendencies today are that even if you make 
the slightest suggestion frcjm the (Opposition benches, in the spoken word# 
of the Hon'ble Ministers and their supporters, you ere a fifth columnist, a 
saboteur, a traitor and a criminal. I om not afraid of these epithets and 
qualifications. I wonder if the Hon'ble Minister in charge of the Bill will 
agree with me when I say that it will be difficult for us to alter the’ 
mentalities of the voters and the types of men that bad been representing 
them in the past and who will represent them in the future. A rodiciu 
change has to be made. The old Augean Stable, a# Subhash Chandra Bose 
liad aaid^ has to be cleansed. Whether ^ great institution, establisbed 
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ky 8nr$ndm Nsih Banerji in the etmi mdei after him, h Worth oontinua- 
mn ebould he eoneidered. I here suggested in many circles and quarters 
and idso generally and I now place it before the Bon’bk Minister and his 
oolleaguet today, whether they would be prepared to consider the proposi* 
iion of finishing with the Corporation of Calcutta. My suggestion is that 
the city should be divided into boroughs. There are lS~now perhaps 
more — municipalities on the periphery of Calcutta and we could have a 
dozen or more municipalities or borough councils inside the areas u»^r 
the Municipal Act and for the huge 'population that has come now to live 
within and without it. These smaller municipalities should not he given 
the powers that the Corporation had. Like London we could have a 
Calcutta County Council with a smaller number of men, mostlv with 
experience of municipal administration, municipal finance, municipal public 
utility services and so on, not intended to further any political purposes 
or any political ideals but intended to serve the citizens with the best 
possible ability such a County Council may possess. Sir, the idea was 
discussed in private and some leading experts on municipal affairs agreed 
with the suggestion because if this was done and a central organization 
was established, Calcutta would become, as it must become, the first citv 
in India and its citizens would cease to live in the dirt and filth to whicn 
they are growing accustomed progressively from day to day. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, there can be many other suggestions put to the 
HotrUe Minister if he would care to permit people to make them, but from 
the little that I have been able to hear from responsible quarters, the 
interim report, on which he is thinking of building the future municipal 
government of Ckilcutta will be no better and no worse and the conditions 
that existed before the appointment of the Commission will continue. I 
am told that the franchise will be widened and I have heard it said that the 
representation will be restricted — from 98 it may be brought down to 50 
or GO — and that these adult franchise electors will elect those who will again 
elect the representatives. I am not quite sure of my facts. I hope 1 shall 
be corrected if 1 am making a mistake. But whether the Corporation is of 
50 or whether it is of 98, as I have said, the leopard will not cliange its 
spots. There will l>e committees. We had in the last Corpomtion 13 
committees and, if I remember right — I hope friends will correct me — we 
had three Building Committees and members, if they were not put on these 
building committees, groused and nursed grievances; end when such 
grievances are made, what the answer to them would be nee<l not be 
uttered in this House of Legislature; every one of us knows that. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; The echo answers why. 

Janab ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDiOl: Then, Sir, when committees of 
12 members were working, perhaps things were not so well managed as 
they would l>e in committees of five and in ocjmmittees of six for the same 
princijdes and the same methods of administration will continue as they 
were in the past. What the interim report finally will be we cannot say. 
Wiuit further reports this {>>mmission of three gentlemen will make during 
the remainder of 1949 and the first quarter of 1950, is again in the womb 
of fhturity. But is it worthwhile wasting money, wasting time and 
wasting energy over a problem tlmt has baffled us for almost a generation? 
The suggestions thrown imt by the infen’m report lead one to the conclu- 
sion that the improvement that is coming will be no improvement at all. 
I would, therefore, respectfully urge upon the Hon ’hie Minister in charge 
to consult with his experts and to consult with his political advisers and 
then take Ctileutta out of the sphere of politics and put it back, with 
courage, if possible, into the sphere of civics. As it is, Sir, with the 
advent of Dominion Status and^ autonomy in our internal affairs, one big 
decision taken was to take away from the citizens of Calcutta their civic and 
municipal rights with the best of intentions. I admit, to improve conditions, 
lo make the dtiieni realise their responsibility towa^s the city) to improtn 
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iti Imltli, to improve all tbe many thinft that were rotting, Imd yet 
firit steps to aelf*govemment in its local form, the first steps to j^litioiil 
edition of our people were taken awajr. The result, if justifiable, would 
juatif}'' that action, but I am pesaimistio enough to su^^si that if things 
are going to continue as they are about the electors and about their repre- 
sentatives and so on, the result will be a dismal failure. 


danab MUDAMIR HOSSAIN: Mr. Sneaker, Sir, I have heard ^th 
rapt attention the speeches which have been delivered by mv friend 
Mr. Siddiqi an.l other members. The only motion which is before this 
House is whether the time for the continuation of s^upersession will be 
increased or exteioled. That \a the only motion which is before the House. 
Therefore, the question Wfore the House is whether this supersession should 
be extended for another year as has been tlemanded by the Prime Minister. 
It is (juite true that my friend.s here objtH'ted and pointed out that the time 
which is bemg taken for making all sort.n of improvements by appointing a 
Commission for investigation, improving the matters and putting all things 
in the right will not Iw sufficient at the time when the supersession was made. 
It was at that time that the Hon’ble the Prime Minister said that if it be 
necessary to have further time, if the investigation be not complete and 
matters "are not set right by that time, then further motion w ill he made 
for extending the time of supersession. Now, Sir, the Prime Minister has 
explained that all things necessary for investigating and coming to a right 
conclusion and making right all sorts of things have not been done within 
the short period of time. (Janab Mi>. Kiivoa llrKirsii : You call it short?) 
Yes; for a CWporation w’ith a population of 72 lakhs — a population which 
has increased from 20 lakhs to 72 lakhs, an enormous populati(»n — this time is 
noi enough. Therefore, I say that the motion which he has made for 
extending the time shouhi he accepted. 

As regards the sugge.stions which have been made hy Mr. Siddi(|i'— he may 
have run away from the House, but that doe.s not matter; tin* suggestions w’ere 
meant for the Ministers, for you the (lovcrnment - 1 have no doubt 
what he has said is absolutely correct. Sir, unles.s and until the very leojiard 
is driven out and t!»e method of representation are not changed tlie same 
persons who used to come will come back again. I have no doubt that it 
IS the Congress party men who will come. Therefore, if you are really in 
earnest tliat the matter slamld be improved, mere extension of the time for 
«upersi*ssion will he of no avail. You mu.st go to the root of everything 
and as you said that the inemhers who were functioning as Corporation W'crc 
guilty of nepotism, guilty of jobbery and of (-orruptioii and even of robbery, 
and for this rea.sou you superseded it. Now, as m\ honourable frienil 
Mr. Siddi<ji lias j)ointed <»ut this supersession, this right ot electing 
representatives to the f^orporation will he of no avail unless and until you 
go deep int<^ the niot-caiise ot tlie evil. Tlierefnre, I with all my earuesiness 
beg to lay Indore you, our Prime Minister and the (ioveinment and the 
Council of Ministers through you, Mr. Speaker, the vei\ suggestions which 
have been made b\ m\ friend Mr. Sidiiiqi. Just lik*- in Knglaiid whicli is 
a democratic count! v \ou divide tlie whole aiea into boroughs and there 
must be the Countrv Council i)f Calciitta as in London and as we are adopt- 
ing everything English it is better to adopt the English method in respect 
of the administration of the Cor|M>ratiou of Calcutta as well. That is all 
I have to say. 

Th# Honllle Or. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, the proptnitiou 
before the House was a simple one, namely, the question of sutK*rses»ion of 
the CoYporation bv another year for the purpose of giving time to the 
Administrator to fi*ni«h the job entrusted to him by the Act which was passed 
last year. And, in criticising this oroposal, I have heard a series of other

CmAT*', My friend Mr. Eafiqne saye, “Give to ^ men nonunated by 
Government the administration of the Corporation . Mr, Siddiqi wys, 
**Have the constitution chanwd; otherwiM the leopards will come back 
again So, Sir, to my mind these questions, although very impor^it and 
pertinent, are really not very germane to the pronosal that I have in view. 

1 did not purposely go into the question of what tne Commission is going to 
do or is about to do because these things do not directly refer to the proposal 
before us but, in so far as the matter has been commented upon, I may tell 
the m(jml)er8 of the House that I have got a letter from the Chairman of the 
Commission to the effect that probably within the course of four weeks he will 
send UH un ad interim report with regard particularly to the methods of 
election and assessment. And, Sir, it seems that in this case again, great 
minds think alike. Mr. Siddiqi said that he had suggested to certain friends 
and consulted other experts and came to the conclusion that the future 
Corporation should be based upou the pattern of the London County Council. 

I may tell the House that this is one of the matters I have specifically 
asked the Commission to enquire. I have made three conditions in that, 
in the first place that it should consist of small units which will be con- 
cerned with the day-to-day administration of the local areas; secondly that the 
County Council, after one is formed, would be concerned with matters which 
affect several boroughs or several units, matters like roads, like water-supply, 
like electric-supply, drainage and so on which cannot be undertaken by each 
unit and, tliirdty, that there should be a provision, to my mind, to enlarge 
tins Council liy taking in neighbouring municipal area® whenever they want 
to come into the great unit. There are various reasons why I had said that. 
There had been various applications or suggestions made by the 
neighbouring municipalities fike Tollygunge and Matiabruz for their 
incorfjorution into the Calcutta Corporation. Similarly there have been 
suggestions from the northern municipalities, in some cases for incorjmration 
into the (’alcutta Corporation, as the Corporation constit\ited as it is at 
present is not capable of that elasticity and exi)ansion and therefore iiiy 
specific suggestion to the Commission is to take into account the method of 
formation of a constitution of the Corporation wliich can gradually absorb 
thes(! other smaller units. There is another great reason why this should 
Ih* done. My friend the Irrigation Minister huvS taken upon himself the 
task of finding out the proper solution of tlie drainage problem of Calcutta 
and if you want to really solve the (juestion of drainage and water-supply 
of Calcutta it is essential that you should not restrict your attention merely 
to the 14 or If) square miles that now form the Municipality of Calcutta but 
to have a wider area under your .supervision or under your a<lminisiration, 
because take for instance the water-supply of (’alcutta. It is derived from, 
as you know, and it eomes from Palta where the intake starts and the whole 
distribution system is started in Talla. Now at Palta intake we have the 
water of the Ganges contaminated by the different mills that are on either 
side of the Hooghly whether the mule are situated up the Ilooghly above 
Palta or Wlow the Hooghl^v. During the ebb tide or the flow tide of the 
river the effluent, as investigations have shown, contaminates the supply of 
water that is reaching the tank of Talla and it takes a great deal to' 
eradicate the permanent sources of danger which contamination with 
effluent* from the mills would bring into the water-supply and there is no 
surprise that diseases like d^-aenterj* and typhoid practically are endemic 
in Calcutta. Therefore if you really want to solve the sanitary problem of 
Calcutta you have got to take into your ambit larpr areas than is now 
incorporated in the Coriwratioa of Calcutta. All tnese questions are being 
investigated and I often meet the Chairman of the Commission to exchange 
notes and as to how far he has p{:oceeded and 1 can assure you that he is 
giving his full attention to this matter. With regard to the suggestion 
made by Mjr. Siddiqi that the present system of administration of the 
Corporation working through committees has not been very satisfactory it 
can be ahown from the records of the Corporation that often in a comnuttee 
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ilie members of tbe committee work on tbe plan that you eorateb my back, 
1 eorateb yours and they diride up all tbe amenities that are available to 
tbe particular committee on tbat principle. Thai is a subject wbicb is as 
old as tbe human race bas existed. There was an old friemi of mine who is 


now dead who used to give me a very ^d advice. He used to say, **Oive a 
man power, be is bound to abuse it unless be is a su]iermau or unless nublio 
pinion is so strong that he dare not abuse tbe power that is given to nim'\ 
Unfortunately tbe members of the Corporation under the old system who 
were not supermen, let us admit that, and 1 was one of the members also 
who were not supermen and they naturally succumbed to the envinmments 
unless and until public opinion was formed in favour or against a particular 
proposal. Therefore it is essential that in the constitution that is to be 
framed it should be ensured that public opinion has a full influence over the 
conduct and action of the members who go there to represent the interests 
of the rate-payers. 


Sir, Mr. Siddiqi has made a great deal of the point us if there is a 
distinction between the words ‘’politics" and "civics*’. Probably be is 
aware that one is a Greek wortl an<l the other a TiUtin word, both meaning 
the same thing, that is, the greatest gtmd to the greatest number, the 
difference being in the correct appreciation of the two words. Politics 
ordinarily means party politics, imt really it is not so. I hope and trust 
that those who come cither to the Assembly or go to any of statutory bodies 
would alwayt^ be enthused with the idea of doing the greatest good to the 
greatest number. Therefore, jKditics alone need not make Mr. Siddi(}i 
afraid. As a matter of fact if politics is well conducted and well run, as it 
should l)e, it should not only stop the abuses but it should make for tho 
greater good to the larger number. Mr. Siddiqi appears to In' a pessimist. 
I hapjieii to differ from liiiu. I am a confirmed optimist because, 1 lielieve, 
although today we might be making mistakes, altnough tqday we might bo 
lending ourselves to the perpetuation of some abuses, tho time will come 
when we shall be able to get out of this rut and give a good am>unt of 
ourselves in the civic administration of the town. Sir, I strongly add that 
with this opportunity that we have given to the Administrator who, by tho 
w^ay, is not working alone for the 7(MI cases of revision, as Mr. Enfique seems 
to think, hut has got his ow'n Executive Officer and the Deputy Executivo 
Officer who also look into those cases, it wilE he for tliem to try and do 
their best within ihe next year. And I hope and trust that tbe future 
constitution of tlie Corporation would bt' before the House for ita considera- 
tion in time, and when it is passed it will l)e time for us to get an electoral 
roll framed on the basi.H of the franchiee system that is going to !>© 
introduced and acceptt'd by the House so that we might have the CoriKiration 
back again in the hands of the elected representatives of the people.

Thf Hoii’bia 8ri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMDAR: Sir. 1 beg to 
move that the West Bengal Money-lenders (Amendment) Bill, 1949, ^ 
taken into consideration. 

Sir, briefly the necessity for this Bill has arisen thus : Under the defini- 
tion of the term “money-lenders*’ as given in section 2(13) of the Bengal 
Money-lenders Act, 1940, the Reserve Bank of India also is covered. Thus 
that liank comes under the purview of the Money-lenders Act. But as the 
advances of the Reserve Bank as a bankers* Bank to banking institutions 
are clearly of a different nature from ordinary money-lending it is necessary 
to exempt the Reserve Bank from the operation of the Act. The suggestion 
that the problem may be solved by declaring the Reserve Bank to U a 
notifi^ Bank under section 3 of Bengal Money-lenders Act, 1940, was 
examined in consultation with the Reserve Bank and the Legal Remem- 
brancer of West Bengal. Both the Reserve Bank and our legal officer 
advised that the suggestion was legally unsound. The only alternative 
therefore was to amend the Bengal Money-lenders Act of 1940 so as to 
exempt the Reserve Bank from its operation, and therefore, Sir, the 
Ck)vemment has thought fit to have this small amending Bill prepared which 
is now before the House. And 1 hope, Sir, that in the interest of the needs 
of the banking institutions in this province which had suffered serious 
crises recently it is essential that this House must enact every measure 
whereby the banking institutions may run on sound lines and undue 
handicaps may be eliminated. 

1 therefore commend this Bill to the acceptance of the House.

Ths Hon’bis Dr. BIDHAN OHANDRA ROY: Sir, before proceeding 
with the business of the House, may 1 have your permission to refer to the 
death of Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru? If you permit, Sir, I can say u few words 
or if you do it from the Chair, nothing would be better. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 think I would do it from the Chair. 

Ladies and gentlemen, it is a very painful duty of mine to refer to the 
death of Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru. He was an outstanding figure in the 
political firmament of our country for a very, very long time. He died at 
the age of 74, hut he entered politics in the beginning of the ])resent 
century. He was an eminent jurist, a great constitutional lawyer and an 
erudite scholar and a man of great integrity and honesty. Since 19(16 he 
was associated with the Indian National Congress. He was a member of 
the All-India C’oiigress (Committee and at one time occupied the position of 
even the Secretary of the Indian National Congress. After the advent of 

the new ]>olieies under the guidance of Muhatmaji, though he separated 

his connection with the Congress, he alw'ays maintained his nationalist 
outlook throughout his life. He joined in the boycott of the Simon 
Commissicm. He served as a member of the Nehru ( ommittee which 
fonnulated the Indian demands from the points of view of all parties 
concerned. He acted as mediator throughout the tulk.s, whenever 
difficulties arose, between the Government and the Congress. In 1944 he 
was appointed as the President of the Council of luternational Affairs. 

We are very sorry for his death. Though he died at mature age, his 

services were t(X) valuable to he ignored.

MINISTER ill ebirgt of tbo HOME DEPARTMENT (Uio Hon'blf 
Sri Kirwi SaiHiar Roy)l (a ) (t) No exceMos were committed on the minority 
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communitv in Santipur by the police. Some Hindus attacked some Muslim 
houses following molestation by some Muslims of three Hindu girls oji 
I9th July, 1948, and the finding of the head of a freshly slaughtered cow 
On the 20th July, 1948, in a roadside bamboo clump adjoining the Hindu 
locality in Santipur. One Muslim was killed and seven were injured. The 
police promptly appeared and restored peace. Cases were started against 
the miscreants of both communities. 

(u) Some Muslims went to Pakistan immediately after the incident, but 
most of them returned shortly afterwards. 

(h) (i) The exact number is not known but was insignificant. 

Ui) Superior officers including the District Magistrate and the Superin- 
tendent of Police visited the locali*.y and were accompanied by local M.L.As. 
Strong police pickets were posted and the recurrence of incidents has been 
effectivtdy stopped. The measures taken by the local officers have already 
restored confidence in the minds of the ‘ Muslims who are now living 
peacefully along with their Hindu neighbours. 

Adjournment Motion. 

ilMab Md. KHUDA BUKH8H: Sir, I rise to move that the business ot 
the Assembly do now adjourn to discuss a definite matter of urgent public 
imj)ortance and of recent occurrence, namely, the j)olice action resulting 
in the death of five persons and injuries to over 50 persons on lf)th January, 
1949, in the College Square area, Calcutta. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, the students are very much in the news again. They 
have again clashed with the authorities ami as is their wont, have taken 
everything the authorities cho.se to givt* them— tear gas shells, lathis and 
bullets. This, of course, is nothing new to the stmh'iits. On th(‘ call 
given hv their leaders the students have in the jiast braved poliee assauits 
and bullets. Repression never deterred them mu* could police savagery 
move (liem an inch from their i>urpose. (lovernment have perhaps h>rgf»tte*n 
that the llriti.sh bureaucratic police under a redoubtable Deputy Commis- 
sioner did not succeed in removing the students from the Dhanimtaia 
Street. The students received bullets and died hut did not yield. Such is 
the stuff the students are made of. 

If the Congress loaders have forgotten the past, they could at least take 
lesson from the incident on Tuesday last. For the sake of the prestige of 
the jmlice and their Ht*ction 144 they used tear-gas, made lathi charges, and 
when these failed shot down four students. But did this strike terror in 
the hearts of the students and deter them from their objective? It did not. 
On the other hand, it strengthened them in their resolve and determination, 
and the ugly tension caused by the behaviour of the Police graduallv 
assumed the proportions of a fight between the students and the authorities'. 

Now, has anybody cared to trace the aetiology and the genesis of the 
present disturbances? The savagery of the ‘Police on the student 
processionists on the Indonesian Day made a deep impression on them and 
the question of invoking the rigours of section 144 on them began to 
agitate their mind. Then in quick succession came the police action on 
the refugees on the 14th. The student mind became greatly exercised over 
the motive of section 144 imposed by the police presumably for the purpose 
of prevention of subversive^ activities.

dailiS MD. KHUDA BUKHSHs Presutnsbiy, as I was saying, the 
promulgation of section 144 was for the prevention and suppression of 
subversive activities. They began to feel that neither the Indonesian Day 
demonstration nor (he demonstration by the refugees could have any sub* 
versive intent. Then why should the |>olice look upon these demonstrations 
with disfavour and use their brute might to disperse tluMu Y Nobotly in the 
^ Government took any notice of tliese two incidents and the repeiiussions 
they might have on the impressionable student mind. Some in high 
quarters in the Congress had even (he temerity to suggest that the refugee 
question did not concern the students. It did not ja^rhaps occur to them in 
their many preoccupations and manaMivrings for pimer that a large 
proportion of the student community in Calcutta are directly or indirectly 
related to the refugee.^. Apart from that it is the height of hadishness to 
suggest that the students should not take an intelligent and active intert*st 
in the problem of the refugees. Sir, I have perhaps been digressing. Tlien 
came the meeting of the students in th(‘ Cniversity compound on Tuesday. 
AVhy the students gathered in a meeting and wh> is it that they took a 
resolve to proceed to the Secretariat nobody bothennl to enquire. And 
what is criminal is that nobody from the Ciovernment chose to go and 
a<ldress the students in the Cniversity compoun«l. From the scrappy ill- 
worded press statement issued by Government in supreme unconcern it is 
gathered that four precious lives were lost and some 2i) seriously injured 
and that the proce.Si.ion of tragic events ef>innieneed at 1-dO p.m. and all 
was (piiet by 8 p.m. There i.s ih» <*xpres.sion ot regret on the part of the 
Government at the lo.vs of lives and m» n\mpathies for the bereaved families. 
The figures were published much as th<* High ( ominynd puldishi^l the 
figures of encm\ casual tic'*. Incidentally I Hud that the Htm’hle the Chief 
Minister has exjiressed his sympathies for the hcreavisl families in his 
latest statement. Good .seus(‘ has dawned on him. Iletter late than never. 
The (iovernment felt that their duty was over by trying to fix (he guilt 
and responsibility on the subversive elements in the society and on the 
communists. I ask the (iovernment: do they seriously believe that all the 
student agitators are comniuni.st.H ^ Supposing they are, the niethoils the 
Government have employed were houn<i to miscarry us indeed they have. 
The Government have to punish the niiscreauts; that is understandable, 
but the punishment should not he such that draws public syinjmthy towards 
the punLshed. Hut this is exactly what this Government have prescrilied. 

Sir, I refuse to believe that this student agitation is inspired by 
communistn or any other iVm. The sensihilify of the student mind has 
been moved to its profoundest depths and it is their moral ardour for a 
cause that has sustained them in the face of this bnjtal police action day 
after day. An eminent physician who leads the Government today has 
completely* erretl in his diagnosis and has pre.scril>ed a medicine which 
instead of allaying the disease has aggravated it. As the Prime Minister 
of West Bengal he should have bis hand on the pulse of the student 
community, as indeed on that of the entire nation. He, by his indifference, 
his callousness, has Wn accessory to the murder of nine precious students, 
our very’ own, bh>od of our blocal, flesh of our flesh. He should never have 
stood on false notions of prestige. He should have gone and met the 
students and persuadeil them U) realise that the path they had taken was 
wrong. If the students had erred, it should have been pointed out to them 
with the loving care expected of our leaders. They should not have been 
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bbiuiglied to the MVam and batbaroua poUci who While eS^ing aireeU 
kick^ them, pulled them by the hair and aeeaulted them with tne butts 
of their guae on Tuesday. Much of the lawleMneee is directly asoribable 
to this savage behaviour of the police who succeeded in turning the band of 
students fired by zeal and idealism into common rowdies and hooligans. 
Even on Wednesday the situation could have been saved and what is more 
loss of precious lives could have been prevented by the timely intervention 
of people with sympathy and imagination. What was after all the demand 
of the students? They wanted the dead body of a student ostensibly for 
the purpose of taking it in procession to the cremation ground. I do not 
know why the police refused — presumably again for the prestige of section 
144. It is an irony that this section originally promulgated to save 
people’s lives has succeeded in killing more people than it has been able 
to save, I cannot think that the Government would go to .the length of 
denying that with all their intelligence men posted here, there and every- 
where they did not know that preparations were being made by the 
students to proceed to the morgue to demand the body. I understand that 
the body was made over to the students yesterday. Why did not the 
Government face the students in the Medical College compound on Wednes- 
day and accede to their request? What they did yesterday they could 
have done the day before and obviated the tragic nappenings. Heavens 
would certainly not have fallen if Government relaxed section 144 and 
prescribed the route for the procession. 

They have relaxed section 144 for the Netaji Day. Well, what stood iii 
the way of the Government on Wednesday? Or have they in these 
troublous times kept their brain boxes in the strong room of Lai Bazar so 
that they may not be robbed by the Communists? This Government is 
supposed to be. a popular Government with the supimrt of the nation behind 
it. AV"hy is it then that they are afraid to meet the students? Wliere are 
the Congress organisation and the Students (.’oiigress? If the (Tovernment 
have failed in their duty they should come forward and take the situation 
in hand. The situation is now desperate and the passions of the student 
community have been inflamed and they are imhilging in acts of pure 
hooliganism. They have started setting fire on tramcars and buses. Life 
in one section of the city has been paralysed. The disturbances are 
spreading. The students mu.st be told that they should not contribute to 
create conditions where disorder could rear its ugly head. They should be 
told in unecpiivocal language that what they are now doing helps none 
save anti-social forces. By their attack on the city’s none too adeijuate 
transport system they are augmenting the miseries of tlie citizens of 
Calcutta, The students must no longer be left to themselves and the police. 
The Government should realise, the leaders should realise that the police 
shall never be able to control the students and the Government sliould 
now issue clear instructions that they might be left severely alone by the 
police. Let us not forget that the students are our future hope and I will 
implore and beseech you to treat them right. What change has come upon 
you? What is this psychology of leaving everything to the police? There 
was a time and not in the distant past when students were attracted to you. 
You did not have the ministerial gadtUs then. They were attracted to you 
for your personal qualities of leadership and understanding. Novr that 
you are installed in power they should W ell the more attracted to you 
because they installeu vou in power. Then has power corrupted you and 
you nt) longer possess those j>ersonal qualities? An answer to this will be 
found in your approach to this problem.

regret and humiliation that imdeP^a National Government such a fatal clash 
should take place between the sludenta and the police. The students had 
every right to express their resentment at and disapproval of the police 
action in firing tear gas shells at a procession of East Bengal refugees at 
Sealdah Station a lew days ago. Trie students assembled at the College 
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SUttm to express their grieTancee. Whatever might be the grievaaoee-^ 
1 llo not »ay whether the students were right or wrong— -the students had 
Wery right to express their sentiments and to place toeir demand before 
the authority. I think in a free country, in a democratic country the 
students are entitled to express their sentiments, to put forward their 
grievances to their leaders and their Government. The students had every 
respect for the Congress leaders and the Congress ideals, but for t!»e respect 
of Congress leaders they could not surrender their own ideals, they could 
not gi^e up their legitimate right and claims. I think the Government 
should have shown its sense of resjioasibility by tackling the problem more 
tactfully. If they had done fH>, such a sad sbUe of things would never 
have happened. It did not bring any credit to any Government, not to 
apeak of a National Government. Everyone of us is blaming the Communists. 
Whatever happens we blame the Communists, but the plea of communism 
will not bring any credit to a National Government. Before the advent of 
independence whenever anything hap|>ened, our the (hen Ministers used to 
say that our hands are tied by the bureaucratic system of Government, the 
British Government, but today who has tied down the hands of our National 
Government? ^VTio is responsible for this inhuman atrocities? The 
students have every right to know this from their tdecUul representatives. 
We know that the students are as a community lovers of the country. Yet 

today we find that students of the age of 12 to 18 were shot liy the ]M>Uce. 

The students were innocent whoever might liave misled them — the f'om- 
munists, socialists or any other party — no matter which party, and they were 
entitled and justifitMl to protest against the arbitrary uotiou of the 
Government. Government should jjonder over the immediate cause of the 
trouble. Cnless you try to remnve their grievances y«)U cannot check the 
feelings of the yf)unger generation by siniph invoking the name of 
comniuhists. The younger gener.ition has gi>t everv riglit to express their 
sentiments. You cannot bring peace at the point of ba\one(. If it is the 
desire of the present (iovernment to biing piuiee they should try to hnd 
out causes of tlie trouble, that led the stmlents to protest against their 

dear (iovernment, name1\ , tlie Nati(U)ul (ioxernimuit and should try their 

best to remove those causes. 

As far us I can see the (rouble arose c)ver the treatment meted out by 
Government to refugees. The unhappy refugees have got every right to 
shelter and protection, and the grievances of tiie voiceless refugees must 
be removed. 

As regards tlie police firing, today our Prime Minister Ilon'ble l>r. Bidhan 
Chandra Roy has given a wise amri^o.Mi statement. I congratulate him on 
this statement. Had the Prime Minister tin* courage to issue that staUmient 
on the very day the trouble arose, then things woubl not have taken such 
an ugly course* It was the duty of the Government to give the refitgees 
shelter and empiovment. But instead of that bullet shots wt*re given. 
Why was this? 1 cannot understand what was the police iustification in 
firing up<in innocent students. 1 do not think the police had any justifies 
tion. It was the duty of the police to pre»w*rre discipline and to maintain 
peace in the countn% and the i>olice were not there to interfere with 
peaceful activities of'the citizen. It wa.s the duty of every citiwjn to help 
the police to do their duty in maintaining discipline. But the police were 
not justified in firing upon the innocent young students without sufficient 
reasons. The police have got their power, but there must be a limit to 
that power. The police ought to have Wn wise and the officials should 
have been tactful when dealing with such a mob, as young lads and girls 
are always carried away by emotions. Bui iustea<l of dealing with the 
situation in that way the Government officials have taken to other course. 

Sir, let the (Jovemment prove that they are justified in their actions for 
issuing the firing order. Only blaming the Communists for everything will 
not do. Therefore I suggest that sQi impartial enquiry be made. NOW, 
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Sir, about the firing it w a sad occurrence wliicli reminds us of the Rashid 
Ali Day. I demand on behalf of the younger generation, on behalf of the 
student community that an impartial enquiry committee should be appointed 
by the Government to enquire into the firing incidents and to show to the 
people of the province that the Government were right in their action so 
that the voice of the people who are criticising the Government can be 
choked. I hope .Government will consider my suggestion. I find there is 
a mob spirit among the masses and this sort of anti>social activity is showing 
its head everywhere. May I ask the Government what they have done 
to sk)p that mob spirit? It is .Government’s responsibility to curb that 
spirit. On the other hand you are encouraging such a spirit by adopting 
forcible measures. I hope Government will ponder over the matter. The 
situation today may not be so grave as you think but if you allow things 
to go on like this, if the students are allowed to go on in this way, nobody 
knows what will happen in future. 

With these words, Sir, I support the adjournment motion of Janab 
Khuda Bukhsh. .

speakers I do not think it was necessary for me to say anything. However 
I shall say. 

We thoroughly appreciate that the primary and elementary duty and 
responsibility of an Imperialistic and Autocratic Government is to maintain 
(law and order at any cost and at the sacrifice of everything which a demo- 
cratic people hold dear and near. The Britishers were the Imperialists 
and they transferred their power to you and you have stepped into their 
shoes and have been carrying on in the same way as they used to do, 
with this difference that when agitation was raised on certain issues they 
always yielded. Moreover they were experienced administrators whereas 
you are a novice; thcmgh you have stepped into their shoes you have become 
misfit. We have enough experience of the buttle cry in the shape of slogans 
and jdatitudes which make them speak like the parrot in the fable which 
always uttered the word **No doubt alK)ut it” to every question which was 
put to it without umlerstanding the meaning and significance of the same.

of tlu§ motion for giving me (his opportunJty of placing some Jaets before 

Bouse to come to some de£nite conclusions on the broader issues raised. 
Bis speech was full of ire and brimstone but hard words do not break any 
. bones. They only consist of sound and fury si^fnifying nothing. And j^et 
he has referred to the previous processions and incidents besides talking 
about the incident of the 19th of January, 1949. 

What happened on the 11th January was that some students came to 
me and asked for permission to take out a procession in favour of the 
Indonesia Day wlien I asked this question of them: what is it that has 
evoked this particular interest in the students so far as Indonesia is 
concerned, that matter being in the hands of the Central Government and 
of the Asiatic (‘ouritrios’ Conference that was going to meet soon on the 20th 
January', and wiiat contribution could the students make by taking out a 
procession P Then they went out of the room and said “we shall break 
section 144’*, 

Then came the next day, that is, 13th January. AVhen Pandit Jawaharial 
Nehru was coming from Dum Dum aerodrome several of these men 
instigated the refugees to lie down on Bhupen Bose Avenue so as to obstruct 
the passage of the Prime Minister. Fortunat^dy tlie police knew about it 
in time to divert the traffic; otherwise there vvf)uld have been some row. 

Then came the incident of the 14th Janmiry. I hear a good deal of 
sympathy being expressed for the refugees and 1 make hold to 'say that 
those who have spoken so miK’h about tlieni hen* have got no more interest 
in either Indonesia or refugees than the jnan in the moon. The n‘ftiece,s 
came in large number, about d.OOO. Who })roug]it them tliere:" lias 
anybody stopped to ask who brought them tlieio. whf> divtulmted leatiet.s 
amongst ihernP lias anybody }iause<l to ask lln '-e (lue^t ion> P Do the mi*mhers 
know that the Deputy Commi.ssioner of Police who was proent Ihete was 
instructed to ask the refugees to form a gnm[) ot five to {o (}h‘ ih'inie 
Minister at Government House to rejue**ent then grievaners knowing full 
well as they did that the Prime Ministi-r came here tor otlier purposes? 
But that offer wa.s refused because the students said ])lainl\ tliat thev were 
out to break section 144 — not to further the interests oj the refugees. 

Then came the incident of the 18th January. Nobody n‘grets more than 
I do and more than my friends do for the d<‘atljs that were caused. We are 
very sorry for the deaths that have taken place. But who is resjKmsihle 
for those deaths? I ask you to seriously ponder over the situation. The 
University authorities had issued a notice that no meeting should be held 
within the University compound without the permis^ion of the Registrar. 
When the meeting was being held for the pur|K)se of the Indonesian cause 
and they were going to start a procession, the Registrar remonstrated with 
them and the Registrar was pushed back. This was the report received 
from the Vice-('hancellor and the Registrar who asked us to send Police to 
give them the help that they needed. The i>rocession went out of the com- 
pound. AVhnt happened then was that brickbats came in showers, not one or 
two. Did anybody care to go there? I did, although people think I did not. 

If anybody had cared to go he would have found that the place was strewm 
with brickbats. Where did the brickbats come from? How is it that some 
houses had a load of brickbats? The brickbats were thiown nut only 
against the police but against the passersby as w’cll. There were some who 
were injured by the brickbats. Then came the bombs. Where did the 
bombs come from? From the sky? Was there not any premeditation behind 
it? That is the question I ask. 1 do not for a moment say that in all the 
inetanoes tlie police were justi^^ in bring to the extent of causing death. 
That is a matter which 1 am going to enquire, and I will weteome an|r 
person who has personal knowMge of any particular incident to ^va me 
the inoidmit» so that I may enquire about the matteri but that is not the

Sir, ordinarily firinp is resorted to under four conditions. ()ne is that 
firinp is done for the purpo.se of decimatinp the (memv. That dims not 
hapiH*n in civil life. Secondly firinp is done for the purpose of protecting 
property and life of individuals. Thirdly firinp i.s done aUo when thi^ 
police or the army finds that the ftnre.s apain>t them are too many and too 
great. Fourtlily firinp is done, as is allowed in all eivihml countries, in 
self-protection. When I heard of the firinp 1 felt tliut the time liad eomo 
when the police should be asked to use firt‘arms only as a last resort and 
I have issued a statement to that effect. 1 have also i.ssueil a statement 
that as a sort of compensation for those who hate died, their families should 
be piven as much financial help as they require in view of (heir financial 
condition. .But I ask you, I urpe upon you to answer ttis question. What 
next? Quo Vadis. The world today is divided into two groups, those who 
a settled and ordered state of affairs and want to lead a peaceful life 
and those who revel in anarchy, those who know how to destroy but fail 
to construct, those who only create a void but do not know how to fill that 
Toid. And to every member who is present here and to the public outsid# 
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-let me appeal to ponder orer the stimtion. We have come the cro, 
ro&dn—I am not talking merely of this countr}^ but I mt talking of tli, 
world at large and this country is part of tbe world — we bare come to tliii 
stage when we have got to decide as to which we shall go. In tlw 
matter 1 was very glad to ind Mr Biddtqi raise the question as to whethei 
etufleuts should take part in public affairs. That is a matter again which 
We shall coiinider. Jiut I want you to ponder over the statement of tht 
Prime Minister of India that today freedom and peace are indivisible, that 
if in taking upon myself the responsihilitv of putting forward any scheme 
of freedom wliich means destruction of peace, that freedom is a snare, is a 
delusion, is a mere chimera; it is no use calling that freedom. If 1 ’want 
freedom for m>self or a group of people, freedom to act as they like they 
must understand the hazards also. 1 have a like claim to have freedom. 
That is why in the Legislature w'hich Cf)ntrols the activities of human 
^iffuirs in civilized society we lay lown different restrictions. That is why 
provision has been made of section 144 so that it might at times be used to 
quiet down a tense situation and bring about peace. Whether in this 
particular instance section 144 should be applied or not is not the question. 
The question is whether or not we are prepared to accept this position that 
freedom and peace are indivisible. Sir, I ask every member of the House 
to pause and consider this. Violence against violence is no remedy; it 
produces more violence, more delusion and it creates more destruction in 
the eii(l. Therefore, Sir, I do ask the mover not to indulge in violent 
'expressions and merely create more violence an«l more delusion in the minds 
of those whose mimls are yet in a formative stage and are not yet settled. 
With thc‘se words 1 move that the motion be rejected.

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GOVERNMENT BILLS. 

The Mahaiati Sedan Bill, 1S49. 

The Hon*ble Sri NIHARENDU DUTT-MAZUMOARi Kir, I beg to 
introduce the Mahajati Sadari Kill, 1949. • 

(The Secretarv' then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon’lile Sri NIHARENDU OUTT-MAZUMDARj Sir, 1 beg to 
move that the Mahajati Sadan Bill, 1949, W taken into comuderation. 

Sir it is known that there ih a deep sentiment attached to the question 
of tho Mahajati Samian, Its foundation-stone was laid by the late Kabiguni 
Eabindranath Tagore and the whole venture was initiated by Netaji. We 
have witiies^ only vesterday what spontaneous emotion of the i>eople 
moved the entire nation fmin one end to the other, and it stands as a 
standing shame to us that the structure of the Mahajati Sadan has still 
xlmained unftniahed. The Mahajati Sadan, we expect, will stand as a 
memorial and monument to some of the greatest achievement of our nationM 
movement for liberation. In this connection I should like to recite the 
fact regarding the Mahajati Sadan lor the informatiem of the members ^ 
Ibiik Bouse which perhaps are more or less known to all. ohortl^^ after the 
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ibsn» by Sri Sarat Cbandra Bo«e and Sri Nri^ndra Chandra Mitra on 
behalf of themselves and the public awnst the (lien Govenimont of Bengal 
and the Receiver for a declaration that Sri Subhas Chandra Bose had no 
such beneficial interest in the property as could have been attached in such 
proceedings and the lease obtained was on behalf of -the general pumic. 
After the National Govenuiient led by the (\)iigrt‘ss came into jHiwer, Uie 
pending prosecution against Sri Subhas Chapdra Bose was cancelled and 
withdrawn as early as :WHh July, 1<.>47. The civil suit in the High Court 
recentlv endeil in a consent deert'e at the instanee of the presiuit Government 
of .West Bengal. This decree was obtained on the dlHh June, 1948, and it 
was declared hv the High (^>urt that the Mahajati Saduii was not the 
personal property of Sri Siihhas Chandni B(»se. ami tlmt he was mert'ly a 
trustee on ladialf of the general public, in whose benefit the lease of tho 
property was really obtaine<l. 

In tlie eircunistances T have already stated, tin* f'onstnK’tion of the 
Mahajati Sadan remained unfinished and no Board of Trustees could be set 
up by Sri S^ibhas Chandra IhKse wlio had proposed to set up smdi a Board 
on the completion of construction of the biiihling. The Governinent of 
AVest Bengal have ilu'refore dt'cidcd to ac()uire the land and the unfinished 
stnieture thereon in order to complete the buibling ami to set up a Hoard 
of Trustees for management and inaint«‘na!ice of the institution ij» 
Honance with the purpose of the original lease. J lu* Mahajati Sudan Bill 
has ac(’ordinglv l^en drafted and is now la-fore the Houm' and seeks to give 
necessary j)Owers to the Provincial Governnumt to take action in this Whalf. 

Sir, I think it may be rightly said that the Mahajati Sudan, when com- 
pleted, will ]iouB(* a kilo] of a museum Jiml mcm<*ntos whiidt will Cl 
landmark befitting the eitv (»f Calcutta tf> illustrate pimses in our struggle 
for national liKu'atiori. (tn an oc<*asion like this one cannot but conjure 
ill one’s mind t!ie great utmospbere and tin* arcmia of tbe day when in an 
assemblage of tbe citizens of (^alcutta and in tbe preseiici- of Gurudev and 
Netaji tbe great venture was started. 

Sir, T hope tbe House will bnir witb me if I lake the liberty of reading 
in (original tbe addre'-s, nr a portion of tbe address f»f Netaji Subbas Chandra 
Bose wlien be called u|M)n Gurudev to lav tbe foundatiem stone of this 
great, venture. Netaji said ns follow*s: —

1 rise to congratulate 
the Ilon’ble Mini.ster and also the ( jovernment that he rcprtvseiilH in bringing 
this Bill. Sir, I mu.st say that the Bill has been overdue and the Minister 
has tried to explain what were the eemditions that have been responsible 
for the delay. Sir, he lia.s given us with his womlerful eloquence Ine facts 
that led up to the laying of the foundation stone of the Mahajati Sudan. 
Sir, I shall certainly not utter ami re|H»at what has been tohl ns. but I will 
say this that the Mahajati Sadau should certainly be able to fulfil the desire 
of the founder as also the Kabiguru Babindraiiath.

The Bill has been very w’ell drafted and is laudable in all respects but 
to onlv one section 1 shall draw your attention and that is clause 11 which 
reads thus, “Notwithstanding anything contnine»l in the ('alcutta Municipal 
Act, the CV)rp()ration of (.'alcutta shall, for the purposes of the Malmjati 

Sadan, contribute annually to the Board a sum of five (lumsaml rupees and 
may contribute such other sum.s as the (kirporatiou may, from time to time, 
determine”. Tliis, I felt, Sir. was un encroachment on (be functions of the 
Corporation. The (lovernmeiit would have ilom* better if they hud left it 
to the munificence and good sense of the (orporation to vote any sums that 
they chose to vote. With the.se words I welcome the Bill and extend my 
co-operation to the IlorCble Minister in the passage of this Bill. 

The motion of the Hon’hle Sri Nihurendu Dutt-Mazunidar that the 
Mahajati Sadan Bill, 1949, be taken into consideration, was then put and 
agreed to.

I do not 
agree to the amendment moved aiul I oppo.s(‘ it becaii.si* after nil it may be 
appreciated tliut tlie founder of tlie Mabajati Sudan <lul not have time to 
draw up a deed aud define all the objects, although we have got a general 
purpose for which this construction was to have been made. Therefore, 
couHistentlv with the original objects, the prcci.se purposes for which it shall 
be used will have to be prescribed and that detailed \vork will have to be 
done within tlm rule-making powers of (jovernment. Therefore I object to 
the ucceiituuce of this amendment and I hope the mover will agree to 
withdraw it. 

The motion of Sri Anandilall Poddar that in clause 4(7), lines 4 and 5, 
the words “as may be prescribei! by the rules made by tlie Provincial 
Government” 1 k> omitted, was put and lost.

1 can, 
iieverthele.ss, assure him that his suggestion that for the ]»urpose of 
representation on the Hoard a special con.Ntituenex of donors ought to be 
created will be considered while framing the rule?> ami v\dl receive every 
consideration that it deserves. I am afraid, Sn, my honourable friend has 
been labouring undtT a misi-oneejilion. (Jovernment acijiuring tlu‘ land and 
buildings ftir the purjinsc" of consirucimn doe" not mean that it becomes u 
frovernment department any moic than the Victoria Mianorial has become a 
(io\ ernninel department. It is known that ^ta1utor\ tru"l.s are i ieuted for 
tlie purpose of particular ohji*cts and in tlieiiO'clvc" the_\ ma\ Im* mad«* eom- 
pl<*tely autonomous, and there will he no inteiferem-e witli them so long aja 
they are carrying on the purpose consistent with the ofignml pui(»ose for 
which they have been created I think there is no reason tor any iip|nehen- 
sion, and*l think Ciovernmenl has eonu* forward hefoie tin' House with thi* 
Hill only in order to enalile the (ho<*rnment to complete the structure, to 
create a Hoard of Trustees under the poweis given by tins Hon^e, and thence- 
forw’ard the Hoard of Trustees will function and managi' the Mahajati 
Sudan. 

Ah regards tlie planning out of the various parts of the Maluijati Sudan 
or ^ring various names to it, it would he opiui to those who would b# 
managing as authority under tlie Hill to consider them. If the honourable 
member thinks that some hall in the huiiding .should he culled “Netuji Hull”, 
the Board of Trustees rniglil decnie that. 1 think “Nefiiji” is a much bigger 
name for any particular hall, and tlie conception of Mahajati Sudan itself i» 
the greatest meimirial or monument of Ncl.iji’s coimeption, ideala and 
achievement. It he thinks that in addition some partreiilar hull ahouhl be 
named in .some particular manner or some library slmuld be named aa 
“Rabindranath Pathagar,” all these suggestions may receive every atten- 
tion in due course. Here we an* not working out the details. Here we are 
simply seeking necessary powers for the imrpose of constructing the structure 
and thereafter entrusting its management to the Hoard of Trustees to he set 
up under this Ac t, 

AA^ith these words, Sir, I again thank everybody on both sides of this 
House and hope that all will welcome this measure and ail wdll co-()jH‘rate 
in abundant measure and extend their suptmrt. so that Mahajati Sadan may 
he completed as early as possible. In fact. I am optimistic enough to think 
that my honourable friend Sri Anandilall Podilar will make it possible for 
Government not to spend a copper out nf the public revenue [n raising 
necessary funds with the help of hi.s merchant friends and thereby make it 
unnecessary for fjrovernrnent to spend anything out of public revenues. He 
will enable Government thereby to complete the stmeture of Mahajati .Sadan 
within one year so that we may celebrate the opening ceremony of the 
Mahajati Sarlan on the 2drd January next year. Whoever is there to con- 
duct the ceremony mav have the pleasure of thanking him and acknow- 
Jedging the services my bonouraole friend Sri Anandilall Poddar for the

The West Bengal Agricultural Income-tax (Amendment) Bill, 1948. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on behalf of mv 
friend Mr. Sarker I beg to introduce the West Bengal Agricultural Income- 
Tax (Amendment) Bill, 1949. 

(The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CKANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to move that 
the West Bengal Agriculture Income-tax (Amendment) Bill, 1949, be taken 
into consideration. 

Sir, in doing so, I beg to say that this Bill has been introduced with 
throe objects, namely, (1) to remove certain defects noticed in the Bengal 
Agricultural Income-tax Bill, 1944, in the course of its administration, 
(2) to authorise the levy of a tax at a higher rate and (3) to reduce the 
exemption limits. As honourable members may have noticed from the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons appended to the Bill most of the provi- 
sions proposed in the first 8 clauses are intended to remove ambiguity and 
hardly reouire any explanation. Clauses 2, 3 and 4 and the proviso in 
clause 6 follow similar amendments made in the Indian Income-tax Act. 
Clause 6 extends the period of limitation in two classes of cases where such 
extension is very necessary. The first class refers to the mixed agricul- 
tural and non-agricnltural income. Under section 8 of the Bengal 
Agricultural Income-tax Act, 1944, the orders of assessment passed by the 
Indian Income-tax authorities must first be available before assessment of 
the agricultural portion of the income under this Act can be proceeded with, 
ns sometimes it has been found that the assessment under the Indian Income- 
tax Act is very much delayed. The need for a longer period of limitation 
in such case is obvious. The second class refers to cases of deliberate 
concealment or misrepresentation of income. It often takes a good deal of 
time to find out after searching enquiries sufficient data and infonnation 
about such incomes, (’lause 9 of the Bill provides for an increase in the 
rate of levy of the tax subject to a maximum of annas 4, the rates on the 
different slabs have been stepped up in such a way that there will be no 
increase in the rate of levy up to a total agricultural income of Rs. 6,000. 
It is also proposed to reduce the exemption limits from Rs. 3,500 of income 
and 100 standard of land to Rs. 2,500 and 50 standard bif;/ias of land 

respectively. These provisions are intended to augment the revenues of the 
province and also to act as an anti-inflationery measure. Sir, the honourable 
members are aware of the present difficult financial situation not only of this 
province but of the country as a whole, with the result that it had an 
adverse effect on our development programmes which were undertaken by 
this Government at the beginning of the last financial year, for which the 
Government o^ India had originally suggested a contribution of over Be. 6 
crores, but subsequently the Government of India had to reduce that 
eontribution to Rs. 2 crores. and with the further result that this year, as 
we shall see when the Budget is put before you, we shall he ending with a 
large deficit unless we are able to raise some more money by various 
taxation proposals. The development projects mainly are projects intended 
to increase the Grow More Tood campaign in its various aspects, to increase 
the land that is under cultivation, to increase the irrigation that is available 
and also to provide the agriculturists with the minimum necessity for 
earning their livelihood. In addition to that the large number of people 
that have come over form East Bengal and who have got to be lehabiutaied 
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iD this province require a preat deal of expansion of our activities in the 
Departinqnts of Agriculture, Irrigation and Civil Supplies or for food 
production and therefore it is essential tliat we should find out some other 
niethod of taxation. What we have proposed to do is practically W'hat ha*' 
been in existence in other provinces in tins country. Therefore, Sir, I have 
put this Bill before the House for its acceptance. 

Mr. Ca Ea CLARKE: Mr. Speaker. Sir, in connection with tlie introduo-; 
tion of this Bill there are one ()r two points that I would like to make. The 
first is that the ordinary zemindar doe.s not maintain accurule accounts but 
the existing Act buses tlie as.^essment for tax on tbe gro.ss incmiie rales by 
a statutory allowance of U) per cent, for administration and rent collection 
charges. In the case of an ashcssei' who prodmes audited accounts a 20 
per cent, reduction on the gross income will be allowed if claiiiKMl b\ him, 
ibis allowance is seriously inadecpiate to cover the i t^st of atlministraiion 
of a well-organised concern and for a corporation stub as tlo' Mblnapore 
Zemindary Company incorporated under tbe Companies Act and publishing 
properly audited accounts, stateim'nts and b.vlance-sbcets, ]>rovi.sion for 
assessment in a manner similar to (bat for income-tax on tin* basis of the 
real income derived from profits would present no ]>raetieal difbeulties. It 
is estimated that tbe Midnapore Zemindarv Company wdl ai tiially pay tax 
at least dciuble tlu* statutory rati* on real income by reason of this ineijuitublo 
assessment. A furtlier point winch needs elucidation is that tlu‘ Hill con- 
tains no date on winch tin* new amendment ill bei’oim* operative. The 
presumption i.s that tlie ran ised rate will take elTect from tbe next ussessmont 
year but this requires to be definitely .statiMl.

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir. I beg to introduce 
ike West Bengal Finance (^\le8 Tax) Amendmeut Bill, 1949, 

(The StH!retary then read the short title of the Bill.) 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I beg to move that 
like Weai Bengal Finance (Salea Tax) Amendment Bill, 1949, be takra into 
consideration. 
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8^ Statement of Objects and Reasons Whick has been impended to 
the Bm Will show the main reasons why this amendment has been intro* 
Htxced. In the first place the word “dealer’* has been altered so as to 
include th# Government as one of the dealers because Indian High Courts 
have suggested that the word “person” should include the Government, 
and since Government is a big purchaser there is no reason why a dealer 
who sells goods to the Government should not also pay sales toi. In the 
same way there were certain other departments like the Indian Stores 
Department and the Supply Department of the Government of India which 
have ceased to exist. And, therefore, it appears unnecessary to exempt 
dealers from the tax in respect of their sales to the Railway atid the Water 
Transport Administrations. In Bombay, the Bombay Act which has \mn 
passed provides for no such exemption. 

Sir, clause 3 of the Bill is a very important one because it seeks to 
prevent unscrupulous dealers to change the names of their firms at an 
interval of every fifteen months and evade the sales tax thereby. The 
present law’ is that every dealer to whom sub-section (7) does not apply 
shall be liable to pay tax under this Act with eft'eet from three months after 
the commencement of the year immediately folio w'lng that during which 
liis gross turnover first exceeds tlie taxable quantum. But many dealers 
tried to evade the tax. As soon as 1“ or 13 months have gone over from 
the beginning of tlie year ihe\ change tln-ir names and t‘vade the tax. The 
present proposal is that as soon a.s a particular firm has retieluul the taxable 
(|uantum in a particular year, within two months he can be assessed. 

Then tlie word “wilfulls” in the next clause has been omitted because it 
is very difficult to prove the intention of the <lealer. ’rhen there are certain 
verbal changes whiidi have to be introduced in (»rder to make the amendment 
of section o((n clearer. 

Then tlien* are three now clauses put in. ntiirndv, (dauses f), 7 and 8, in 
which there is a right of apfu'al given against tlie imposition of penalty 
under the amended provision of <’luuse*d; sc<Mmdiy, there if. also a provinion 
that where penah\ has been imposed for non-'^iibniHHion of returnH no 
prosecution sliall lie for the ^ame ollence; and thirdly, there is a very 
important ])rovi.sion tiiat there Nhould be excliangt* ot opinion betw’een tb« 
Iiuome-tax Authorities ami the Sales-tax Autiiorities. The rbrvernment 
ol India ha\e agreed to take steps to Hccnre an amendment of sf»etir)n M of 
the Indian Income-tax Art of for the naine puipose and have requested 

this (lovernment to juoei'ed witli a necessary amendment of tlie safes tax 
law, so that it ina\ lie pos-ibl*. to evchange notes with regard to the income 
accruing to a {i.uticular dealer for which he may lie assessable both under 
this Act as well as under the Iroome-tax Act. 

Then in the Scliedule of (lie said A( t there has been a certain numW 
of exempfion.s allowed. This Hill [>ro|Me»<*s to take away certain of tboM 
items from the exemption (»]»eration of the Act. 

Sir, the first item that is proposed to be withdrawn from the, exemption 
list is mustard oil about which I along with many other members of the 
House feel that it may be taxing a j»articular item whiclr is of very great 
importance to an average Bengalee housidmlder, but, Kir, the whole pro- 
posal to withdraw the exemption is ilue to the fact that we are in a veiy 
difiicult financial condition. As I have said just now, when the budget w 
preeenW.it would be found that we shall be ending with a very huge 
deficit, the reason being that a very large number of development pFojo<^ 
had been taken up in hand in the Wginning of la»t year when the Govora* 
tiient of India promised us over 0 croree and a half of iubvention or graai 
from the Goveminent for development Droieote> I may remind the Houm 
^ an ineident which happened further ha^ in. 1^. . It wae eugipited ||| 
the Goremment of India to -the different IVoTincinl GovmMiltf tlulB 
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$hould prepare schemes ol development on the basis of which the Govern- 
ment of India will distribute five hundred crores of their accumulated surplus 
which we thought was surplus to the different Provincial Governments for 
purposes of development, but when the Bengal Province was divided tbe 
amount which was at first allotted to Bengal was 69 crores but it was 
reduced to 26 crores and 6 crores and a quarter was promised to be paid in 
i048'49, but due to various causes into which I need not enter at the present 
moment and due to the fact that the surplus which the Government of India 
thought they would have did not mature, it was impossible for the Govern- 
ment of India to pay us more than 2 crores out of 6 crores 37 lakhs which 
they promised in the beginning. In the meantime we have undertaken 
very large projects of irrigation and agricultural improvement, one of 
which, as you know, is the Haringhata Scheme, and therefore, it was felt 
that it is necessary to continue those developments although the Govern- 
ment of India have told us that they would not be able to give us more 
than 2 crores 70 lakhs next year — they have given us .2 crores this year, as 
I have told you — and therefore we must find some measure by which we 
could augment our income and this particular tax will be utilised <mly for 
the Grow More Food campaign. One of the conditions of the grant of the 
Government of India to the Provincial Government is that every 3’ear out 
of the grant 30 lakhs must be spent by the Government for Grow More 
hood cainpagin and 77 lakhs out of the subsidy which they give to us for 
the purchase of food from outside. Tlierefore, we have got to find out this 
money, otherwise we cangot get the Government of India grunt. Therefore 
ult hough most of us felt that this w'as a parteiiilar item which should be 
avoided, if possible, it could not be avoided. The other items are before 
the House wdiere we wanted to remove exempt i(m in particular cases for the 
purpose of this Act. 

Sir, this practically cfuicludes what T have got to say at the present 
moment with regard to the Amendment Act. 

Mr. C. E. CLARKE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I would like to make one or 
two observations at this stage. In speaking on this jiarticular Bill it is not 
necessary to <lo so at length. My ob.servations can be confined alimjst 
wholly to that part of the Bill which embodies the items \\hich it is sought 
to include within the scope of the original Act. 

In view of what the HonTilo Premier ha.s told us it would be impossible 
to oppose the amendments but 1 feel it a dut\ to refer to wbat must bo 
consiilered, in a sense, a complete reverse of the anti-inti;ition ])olicy which 
has been stated to bt‘ that of tin* Government. Most items that are now 
included seriously affect the poorer classes of the public and although at 
the time of the introduction of the Bill in IIGI ue were inclined to press 
for the inclusion of all <oinnioditie.s within its scope, to extend the list 
of taxable commodities now, is almo.st boun<l to have a harsh effect on many 
people whose living conditions are worse now than they were in 1941. 
Moreover, a number of items are so .small in value that it is almost 
impossible to pass on the tax to the consumer (I understand that this 
measure was indeed framed to be borne by the consumer, not the dealer) 
without increasing the retail price which, if done, is likely to result in the 
increase in the normal retail price by an excess of the tax itself. This 
would be a gain to the vendor which is most undesirable. 

I would, in particular, draw attention to the inclusion of coal, coke and 
coal gas. The increase in the cost of coal, coke and coal gas as a result of 
i^ation of these commodities will increase the operational charges of 
industrial concerns using thbm for fuel, thereby raising their cost of 
production and again deieating the deflationary' ideas we have in mind.* 

There is also a point of possibly little importance, that is, that no date 
lor the lAtroduotion of the amending measure has been speoifl^. We think 
ihii thftt should be dono.

Mr. SPEAKERS There is one difficulty to which I wish to draw the 
attention of Government, namely, that the amendments are handed over to 
the Secretary at the last moment. Neither can we circulate these amend- 
ments to the members, nor can we apply our minds to them, and I wish 
specially to draw the attention of Government that they should give these 
amendments in time. As a matter of fact, we find short-notice amendments 
have been given in respect of practically all the Bills in this session. 

8ri D. N. MUKHERJI: Sir, I beg to move that in clause 9, sub-

Jiflab MD« KHUDA BUKHSHS You ought to make a speech and 
explain why it is necessary. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, 1 beg to accept the 
amendments, and in doing so I beg to give the reason why at the last 
nioinent these unuMidments have been put before the House. It was felt, 
Sir, that khaddar as worn hy the people and which is really an industry and 
in which tlie poor people are interested should be exempted from sales tax. 
(Janah Md. Khuda Bukhsh : Khachlar is expensive.) My honourable 
friend should not interrupt me, hecausi* it uj)sets my thought. Gamchas 
whi{dj ar(‘ also used by the poorer classes should he removed from section 41 
whi<']i will m(‘an huiull(M)m woven cloth other than dhotis, lujtgis, saris. 
The reason why it is done is that barring Bihar all the other provinces have 
©xempled tliese items from their taxation proposal. 

With regard to the other items to which Mr. Mukherji has just referred, 
one item is charkha whiih is also exempted in many provinces, and it is felt 
that it sho\ild he kept us an exempted article. 

Witli regard to clieup cloth whicli Government propose to exempt and 
from which Government expect to get a fair amount of return we Imve 
agreed to keep that as it is today, namely, that the Provincial Government 
will imlicate the price of cheap cloth at which we will take the tax. If it 
is above a certain figure, only then we shall ask the dealer to pay sales tax. 

With regard to the suggestion made hy my honourable friend who has 
now witlidrawn to exempt coal and coke, I just want to say that all 
provinces, except Assam which has practically no coal trade as such, are 
now' levying sale.s tax, and at the last meeting of Finance Ministers at 
Delhi we found that the list of exemptions of the West Bengal Government 
was the largest compared with all other provinces, and we are probably the 
poorest so far as our financiaUcondition is concerned. Therefore we felt 
that we should increase the tax on some of these commodities in order to 
be able, as I have said, to get the money for development projects.

The Hon’ble Sri BHUPATI MAdUMDAR ; Sir. I aUo beg to move 
that the West Bengal National Volunteer For«-e Itill, 191!), be taken into 
consideration. 

Uoiiourable members are aware. Sir. that ^ilu•c the Iransftu’ of power 
there has l>een a persisieiit pulilir demand to he (rained in arms and servo 
in the ibdeiiee services of tlie coun(r\. The Provincial (iovcrnnuuit havo 
on more than one fuM'asion prcsscil this viewpoint fd pyblic to the t'cnlral 
Government. With regard to the ariaiiircmcnt tor imparting basic military 
training to the youths of lUoigai the Provincial (i«ivernmcnt have carefully 
gone into the que.slinn. They havt* ili^cussed with the e\))eits tlie (iiu'sliou 
of giving it a shape within the limilrU tesouic<'« at their disjiosal. Tho 
idea was given a trial on .1 small scab* and as a result abotil I, ‘.Hitt trained 
liaksliis (volunteers) liave been pifMluied from the Bangiya llakshi Bahiui 
Training Centre at Kanchiapara. We are now satistied that given pro|M*r 
training Bengali youths pi<k up technnjue as ijunkly as anvbody else. 
These trained youths who have alreadv passed out trom the Training Centre 
are doing exc'ellent work in collaboration with the <listrict authorities. It 
is now felt that time has eoine not only to organise these youths and tO 
continue training of future re<Tuits but also to absorb thtmi in an organisa- 
tion, i.e., the National Volunteer Force, timler an Act^ The Bill is self- 
explanatory, The National Volunteer Force will help the authorities in 
the maintenance of law and order and the services of the members may also 
be utilised in times of national emergency. Kir, I hope that the Bill would 
be taken into consideration. 

Sri JYOTi BASU: Mr. Speaker, Sir, thi» Bill which is liefore ua juat 
• now, I of course oppose it with ail the einphasui that 1 command becaua0 
as the Minister has just now^ tried to point out that such a voluntary force 
is necessaiy in Bengal in order, as he said, to eoBabovate with peUet 
and to maintain law and ordar im this country and to W uaail in tioMi al 
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emergency. Now we know, we have seen for the last IJ years as to how 
this particular Government in West Bengal and for that matter the Governor 
meats throughout India have been functioning with regard to the main- 
tenance of law and order and the good of the people. Now in any country 
a volunteer force, if it is to be organised, is definitely linked up with the 
policy that is going to be pursued by that particular Government. If the 
(jrovernment is a bad Government, if it is an evil Government, then it is the 
duty of the citizens to oppose giving any police powers to that Government, 
to oppose giving to this Go\'erument a volunteer force which will be used 
not to maintain law and order for the people, but to maintain the riches of 
the financiers and blackmarketers and to shoot down people, and such a 
Ooveninient, when it talks about emergency, it means that the power and 
the privilege oi a few are at stake. That is why such a Government cannot 
be given such powers to recruit volunteers. Even in the meantime we have 
seen to what use the Juliya Rakshi Bahiui has been put to. We know that 
this is going to be, as it has been, the official goonda hahini of the Govern- 
ment; it is going to be used as it has been used to break up legal strikes. 
This force has been used as it is going to be used in the future to see that 
the kimns do not raise their heads in the villages against landlordism and 
against rack-rents, against poverty and so on. (The Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan 
CjUMm.v llov: Black-marketing.) The Prime Minister or somebody else 
hero said just now “bluck-muiKeting”. Now I know as the Congress 
Ministi'rs also know by now that they are the representati\es of black- 
murkelcrs and jirofifcers. If it was not so then this (j(>verninent would not 
enact measures, as for instance, a measure has just now been enacted with 
regard to the sales tax and we know such measures are going to crop up in 
dozens during tlie Budget Session. That is why, when such is the nature 
of the Govornment, one fears giving it more powers, giving into its hands 
volunteers which will be useil for siudi purposes. The Hon’ble Minister 
has been talking about training Bengali youths in tlie usi* of arms. A very 
noble idea no doubt because it is for that that the ('ongri'ss has been doing 
propagaTida for the last dO/40 \earH when the British Government 
emaseu lull'd us and look away tlie arms that we hud and did not give us 
any training in arms but it universal training in arms is to be given to the 
workers, to the business people, and to the ordinary jieople, as one exi)ected 
would be done ufler llu' so-called achievement of fret'doni, then it would be 
anotiier matter but^ as 1 said, this would be a selt'cted volunteer force of 
the Government where selected people would be reeruited for the purpose of 
shooting do\Mi our people when tlu' need arose. Now we knriw that Gurkhas 
have to be brought from Nepal, from Darjeeling and other places. Why? 
Because the Governineiit feels that, since it is fast losing jiopularity, with 
inncliine guns. \>ith tommy guns and Bren guns tlieir power has got to be 
maintained. Without wasting much imire time I would ask the Ministers, 
if they have not ;\et seen it, to see the writing on the wall and to realise 
that time will coim' when their machine guns will not save them, when they 
will no more be abb* to rule the people from Writers’ Building or from 
Delhi for that matler for a very long time. Therefore, I oppose this 
mea.sure which is before the House and I know that the pefjple in West 
Bengal would be with me in this op|M>sitiou because this is a bad Govern- 
ment, a (rovernmetfi which has almost turned fascist and therefore whom- 
soever it recruits will be the goondas of tbis Government, to shoot down 
the people. Therefore this measure must be opposed by all means.

Sir, 1 think this Bill would he \\elcowed all over the country where in 
Its pieseiit sfag-e we expect that a conspiracy to bring about a state of 
disorder here and there is in the* minds of the enemies of the* State. So, we 
are taking the precaution before it is too late and this (iovernm«‘nt intend 
to train up every young man who has the love of his country in his heart 
to be a real soldier in the cause of the country.

8ri 4Y0TI BA8U: As I say. this gives me an opportunity in my reply 
to make a few more remarks explaining what I said previously, bt»cause it 
seems that the Hon'ble Alinister pretends that he has not un^erstowl what 
I meant. It is true and 1 agree with him that it is the duty of every 
j^triotic citizen to support a National Government and in every country 
that k done. But the point was — the little point which the Hon’ble 
Miniater forgoi — that this Govenunent was not a National Government in 

sanse that it represented the people as a wkile. 1 have bean doing 
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my be«t to din into tlie ears of the Ministers but which they do not seem 
to realise yet, this is not a National Government — it does not represent all 
sections of the people, — it is a sectional Government, a Government 
representing?, as I said and I repeat it again, profiteers and black -marketeers, 
landlords and so on and so forth, about 5 per cent, of the people in this 
country. That is why I tried to make out that a volunteer force under such 
a Government would mean shooting down of our people. In such a case it 
would mean that an emergency which they so often talk about and law and 
order wliich they have learnt from their British masters, would mean that 
whenever there is a threat by the hungry workers or hungry kisans whom 
they eanuot feed, whenever there is a threat from them to the vested 
interests, then the forces of law and order would be used again to shoot 
down those people, as has been demonstrated time after time within the last 
one and half years throughout India and in West Bengal. 

As was demonstrated in Calcutta nine people were shot down in the 
streets of ( ulcutta, in the heart of Calcutta. And in villages as we have 
seen in Baru-Kamalapur in Hooghly people were shot down. We have seen 
in the 24-ParganaH that in one round of shooting nine people, nine kisans 
were shot down including three women and a girl of 10 years. That has been 
the record of this Government and that is why I have tried to be brief, 
because I thought that at least they would have the decency and the shame 
not to utter such words in this House when they knew what they were doing. 
If they are so pow(>rful, if their influence is so great as they have been 
talking about, why did not these mm-violent Ministers putting on khaddar 
go and face the people!* Instead of sending Gurkha regiment in (.’alcutta 
and other places why did not they go and stand before them!'* They talk 
about Mahatma Gaudiii. Mahatma Gandhi did not ask the soldiers to siuK)t 
down the people. These are the gentlemen wlio talk about non-violence, 
but we see when the people come out in streets in a dtunonstration, he it of 
students or of ordinary citizens or he it of the unfortunate people of East 
Bengal, the refugees, then they send their Police force, their Gurkha 
regiment ami their military to shoot down these people. And non-violence 
they talk about! I am glad to-day to hear that they have tried to be 
realistic. If there is an emergency, they said, they would slioot. We like 
plain siieaking and that is why we like some peojile like Sardar Patel. 
There an? others ^^ho talk about non-violence and we saw a huge show here 
when Pandit Jawahnrlal Nehru was here in which Congress Ministers and 
Congressmen vied with each other in talking about non-violence, vietl with 
tnicli other in saying “we are preaching Buddhism to the world and India is 
going to give a lead to the world in non-violence, spiritualism, and what 
not”. It is good to speak plainly and to be frank as the Hou’ble Minister 
has tried to do in moving this motion, namely, that if there is an emergency, 
if the kisans demonstrate against hunger, they shall be shot down, if the 
workers in factories demonstrate against hunger and rising prices, then they 
shall be shot down. There shall be no mercy. If it cannot be done by the 
ordinary Police force, then it has got to be expanded under another name 
and that name' is National Volunteer Corps or some such thing like Jatiya 
Enkshi Bahini. Sir, I do not wish to waste any further time of the House, 
because the Conjtressmen have begun to understand all over India that their 
time is not very long, their time i.s short and the Congress bourgeois regime 

shortening up, it is no longer expanding. As you see the fate of your 
friend the Grand Fasci.st of the East, Chiung Kai Shek, •time is not far 
distant when the same fate iw awaiting those gentlemen who dare to shoot 
people instead of going and meeting them face to face. 

Sir, I again oppose this motion.

Their functions would be of a managerial character 
ittd Ihey would not have the power to alienate the property enirpsted to them 
for management. The word “evacuee” should be so defined as to include a

person who has left the province in question on or after the Ist June, 1947f 
and \ who declares his intention to return as soon as conditions become 
normal. The proposal was further discussed at the Chief Secretaries’ Con- 
ference held a few weeks back at Dacca and now these decisions have beep 
incorporated in this Bill. This Bill has the approval of both the Govern- 
ments and the East Bengal Government is also going to have such a Bill 
passed within the 31 st of January. I hope, Sir, that this agreed measure 
will be passed by this House without any amendment except those agreed 
to and given notice of by the Chief Whip.

It is a very small Bill, Sir; in this Bill there is a provision for thi 
purpose of adding the word “West” to the words “Bengal Nurses Act” and 
therefore the first amendment is to change the name of the Act to Wed 
Bengal Nurses Act, 1949. Then there is section 4 regarding the consti 
tution of the Council where it is mentioned that two persons are to bj 
appointed by the Local Government of whom one shall be appointed 
repre8enr%i8ti tut ions.

Bengal” should be added. Under the Adaptation of Existing Indian Law?^ 
Act of 1947, the provisions of the existing Bengal Nurses Act were extended 
and the members who were then serving in the Council — their term was als^ 
extended up to August, 1949. But it is expected or it is desired that thei^^ 
should be an election in 1949 because we have no more power to extend th‘ 
period under the Adaptation of Existing Indian Laws Act. Therefore, 
have brought this amendment for the purpose of making these two sma^ 
alterations as w^ell as for the purpose of changing section 4 (a) and (c? 
The Director of Public Health Services in Bengal now is also the Surged 
General to the Government of AV\*st Bengal and therefore these two office 
(«) and (c) are united and it has to be put in the amending Act that tl 
Director of Public Health Services will be the President of the Beng 
Nurses Council. Tliese are the two small amendments which 1 ask il 
House to accept.
